The fire resembled the Cripple Creek 
disaster in its tremendous suddenness 
and volume. 

Had the wind been blowing north in- 
stead of south, the town would have 
been destroyed; as it was, a store 
belonging to Max Meyer saved another 
block because of the fast work of em- 
ployés in thoroughly soaking it. 

Charles Mayer, of the Sheriffs’ office, 
who had been through the Cripple 
Creek fire, claims gasoline was the 
whole cause and says that the Sheriff's 
office will fight its use in the town. 

There were many acts of bravery as 
well as many cowardly ones, perpetrat- 
ed during the exciteme One man 
struck down his wife she could 
not find his hat. Another had his hands 
badly burned in endeavoring to save 
a kitten.

SAVED BY BEER. 

The water supply soon became ex- 
hausted and to aid the work the En- 
terprise Mercantile Company opened 
its warehouses and directed the use 
of beer to quench flaenes. Blankets 
were soaked in beer and hung upon 
buildings to prevent sparks from 
igniting them. and thousands of bot- 
tes of beer were broken upon ‘the 
roofs of adjoining bulldings, which 
lone saved them from catching fire. 

Tonight the town is practically 
without water and the famine wil! last 
for two days before the tanks of the 
water company can be again filled.

Noted Fisherman is Trying te

NEW YORK, July &—{Bxclusive 
Dispatch.) Stung by the criticism that 
has been heaped upon them because of 
a deal by which Thomas F. Ryan be- 
came possessed of the control of the 
Hyde stock and 413,000,00 of the assets 
that belong to the policy holders the 
new managemnt of the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society ts each day shifting 
the responsibilities of the control upon 
the shoulders of Grover Cleveland. 
The Cleveland exploitation is due to 
the fact that the public ia belleved to 
have confidence in him, and the Ryan- 
Morton-Wall Street clique, which has 
come into control of the cash belong- 
ing to the 600,000 policy holders by de- 
positing $2,500,000 for 502 shares of 
stock that can never legitimately pay 
more than 7 per cent. or $3514 an- 
nually, hope that the reputation of 
Cleveland will save their craft. 

It leaked out today that notwith- 
standing that the policy holders are 
paying Paul Morton $75,000 year as 
chairman of the board, Grover Cleve- 
land is the actual head of the society 
and that to hien the army of policy 
holders must look for relief. 

“Cleveland is taking a much greater 
interest in the affairs of the Equitable 
Society than we were lei to believe he 
would,” said an associate of Ryan to- 
day. “He is looking personally inte 
the history of the past management 
and has suggested many of the re- 
forms that have been inaugurated,” 

It wad declared that Cleveland and 
not Morton caused the examination of 
the Bauitable books now being made 
by expert accountants. Cleveland, it 
is said, insisted upon this because he 
was not satisfied with the reports of 
the Frick committee and the superin- 
tendent of insurance. He feared one 
might have been colored by personal 
bias and the other tinetured by polilti- 
cal influence. It was he, it is said. who 
ordered the salaries of Depew and Hii 
cut off and demanded the resignation 
of William H. McIntyre, a close friend 
and adviser of Hyde.

The Japanese in Hawaii are raw im- 
migrants from remote districts of 
Japan where enterprise is restricted to 
insignificant agricultuml pursuits and 
fishing.

Their exodus from the mother 
country is stimulated by overpopula- 
tion. The machinery, industries, meth- 
ods, dress, food and modes of life in 
the islands are strange to them, al- 
though the simplest and most rustic 
of the people of Nippon, even the low- 
est provincial type, is bright, alert 
and easy of adaptation te new condi- 
tions. ontact with the eager, push- 
ing westerner is a powerful stimulus.

In no way does the Japanese evidence 
his easy tion of western 
methods more convincingly than in his 
use of the American workingman’s 
weapon of the strike. Of the severai 
strikes of the present year, the first 
in the history of the islands, the biggest 
strike, the qne in Lahaina, called out 
i States troops, and the High 
Sheriff of the Territory. One man was 
killed and thre. were wounded. A mob 
of- excited laborers, 1200 on a 
etrike in a plantation where millions 
may be destroyed by cane fires in a 
day, offers opportunity for mischief 
which one would be reluctant to see in 
the hands of American workingmen on 
a strike. The Japanese had definite 
grievances focusing about a constitu- 
tional craving for higher wages. A 
Japanese laborer had been struck in 
the eye by an overseer; a _ thrifty 
watchman, a sort of a policeman, had 
coerced them into buying tickets for a 
broken-down horse which he was raf- 
fling; the water supply, although good, 
was not delivered to a convenient place 
for domestic use; they demanded the 
head of a Japanese who filled a higher 
position than the rest—and, a higher 


wage. 

The strikers were a threatening, an- 
gry mob when High Sheriff Henry ar- 
rived on the scéhe twelve hours after 
the strike was on. They demanded 
the Japanese whose prosperity hed 
aroused their envy. As a matter of 
fact, the hunted man had escaped in 
d several hours before. The 
High Sheriff came nobly to the rescue, 
arrested and fined the offending over- 
seer and thrifty watchman, deposed 
the prosperous and worthy Japanese 
employé, demanded that the desired 
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water pipe be laid. The official tones of 
the High Sheriff and the United States 
bayonets restored order, and the men 
returned to work the fourth day of the 
strike, counting Sunday. The wage 
was not raised.

ARGUMENT FOR REDUCTION 

One of the arguments put forth in the 
effort to have the assessments reduced 
ie that the resultant high valuation of 
the county brings about a correspond- 
ing increase in the State levy, without 
any adequate return to the county. 

This argument is met by Mr. Ward 
with the statement that, while the Los 
Angeles county assessment may be 
high, as compared with other counties, 
it is correct, and just here, and that it 
is the others who are wrong.

Italian Opera of Paris will introduce 
on July 13 will be of exceptional origi- 
nality. All who have heard the beau- 
tifal melodies of Chopin until they 
have become familiar with their sing- 
ing and poetical sentiments cannot but 
feel that they almost speak words. 
Two Italian artists, one a poet, Sig. 
A. Orvieto, the other a composer, Sig. 
Orefice, have dreamed (a very ambi- 
tious and pious dream) of material- 
izing (if one may thus ress it) 
these unspoken words visions 
which seem to float In the airs of 
Chopin. There could be’ no question 
of producing them in separate suites; 
one was almost driven to make an 
effort toward staging them, so power- 
ful are the subject and personage 
sented, z., Chopin and his life. 

Chspin, who from his youth to his 
last breath, lived, hoped, suffered and 
loved in his music. 

The public will ever be grateful to 


Sig. Orvieto for having treated his 
‘as a dra- 


sw@bject. more as a lyric t 
matic poet and for not ving at- 
tempted to make an opera. That 
which the poet has tried to do is to 
give a worthy Illustration of Chopin’s 
life; to give form and means of ex- 
pression to those friends, both men 
and women, whose calm love and 
steadfast friendship did much to com- 
fort a nature so excitable, so sensitive, 
as was Chopin's and to give expression 
to the land so adored, which sentiment 


ever palpitated in the works of 
Chopin. | 
From these scenes and tender 


thoughts are formed four tableaux, 
more symbolic than dramatic, which 
present Chopin first as a youth in his 
native Poland; afterwards in the fire 
of his maturity, by the side of the one 
he loved—his inspiration later in the 
torment of soul in which his life con- 
sumed itself at Maforque, and finally 
in the “Swan Song,” which was his 
agony in the mdist of the faces so dear 
which gazed upon him in his youth, 
and surrounded by the remembances 
of his whole life. 

The author of “L’Epouse Mystic” 
and “Voile de Maya” has all of the 
delicacy of style necessary to bring 
out to their fullest these dreams. If 
the effort of the author was difficnit 
that of the composer was even more 
60. He who wrote “Consuelo,” Ce- 
cile” and “Le Gladiateur” has shown 
in his work his wisdom and strength. 
He wished only to bring upon the 
scene Chopin, not his own work, ex- 
cepting in the shadow of a collabora- 
tion. With this thought he carefuliy 
retained even the dates of Chopin’s 
works, which are given in harmony 
with the conditions of thought anid 
soul which pass successively in the 


life of the great artist. Nevertheless, 


the lyric poom could not be accom- 
panied by piano. The theater has 
necessities which are tyrannical on such 
oceasions, and the orchestra was 
obligatory. The idea of putting on the 
stage the melodies of Chopin occurred. 
to George Sand, his intimate friend. 
Even before Chopin’s death she wrote: 
“The time will arrive when Chopin's 
works will be orchestrated without 
changing in any way the piapo ar- 
rangements, and then all the world 
will see that this genius, just as great. 
complete and wise as that of the 
greatest of all masters, whom he has 
assimilated, has kept an individuality 
still more exquisite than Bach's, more 
powerful than that of Beethoven, and 
more dramatic than Weber's. He is 
all three united, and still ever him- 
self, more subtle in style, more aus- 
tere in his greatness, more heartrend- 
ing in his sorrow.” Thus wrote 
George Sand in her “Histoire de Ma 
Vie.” In the score of this. work of 
which we write you find not a mosaic. 
No, tis Chopin and Chopin alone. The 
orchestra does not act as a commen- 
tary; it enlarges, sings in a grander 
voice; an instrument more sonorous, 
more powerful, placed under the fn- 
gers of the invisible master. 

Gabriel Faure, the newly elected di- 


Mau- 


rector of the Paris Conservatoire, 
writes of the lyric drama “Chopin,” by 
Orefice, much as follows: “They say 
that ‘Chopin’ will have a great success 
in Italy. I doubt, however, its receiv- 
ing at Paris anything beyond tne 
praise of ‘good intentions’ on the part 
of librettist and com In any 
case, the drama, which amounts to al- 
most nothing, is extremely simple and 
obscure. All that ode can guess is 
that the poet wished to indicate the 
principal phases in Chopin's life and 
the conditions which inspired his com- 
positions. It is not necessary to sug- 
gest that music written for the plano 
was intended only for that instrument, 


for individual interpretation, and 
should never be transported to the or- 


chestra. I cannot pass in silence the 
extraordinary monotony which re- 
suds from this succession of pieces 
which no desire or dream of their 
composer joined together, but which 
the thought of a stranger has thus ar- 
ranged and applied to various scenes, 
the conception of which in result is 
unpleasant.”

westernization of Japan, eastern civil- 
ization seems a lower development 
compared to the western. The more 
we assimilate the foreign methods, the 
bigher we mount in the scale of hu- 
manity. They point out the state of. 
Asiatic nations and the success of Ja- 
pan in maintaining a national exist- 
ence by the very fact of recognizing 
the supremacy of the West. They 
claim that civilization is a homogene- 
ous development that defies. electicism 
in any of ite phases. To them Japa- 
nese painting appears as one with the 
bows and arrows of our primitive war- 
fare—not to be tolerated in these days 


-of explosives and i 


ronclads. 

The conservatives, on the other 
hand, assert that Asiatic civilization is 
not to be despised; that its conception 
ot the harmony of life is as precious as 
the ecientific spirit and the organizing 
ability of the West. To them, west- 
ern society is not necessarily the para- 
gon which all mankind should imitate. 


They believe in the homogeneity of 


‘civilization, but that true homogeneity 
must be the resuk of a realization 
from within, not an accumulation of 
outside matter. To them, Japanese 
paintings are no means the simple 
weapons that they describe, but a po-

Point of View.“ Unfortunately, we 
can give our readers only a small part 
of this poetic, epigrammatic and keen 
critical essay—for the whole of it 
should be read and pondered over by 
every lover of art. 

Okekura-Kakuzo begins by saying: 
“This essay is a confession—hence an 
appeal; an appeal, therefore a protest.” 
We are constrained to jump at once to 
the last part of the “protest.” 

The ravages of war are bad enough, 
he writes, but in Japan we have the 
hard task of facing the antagonistic 
forces which peace itself had brought 
upon us. I refer to the onslaught of 
western am on our national painting. 
A great battle is raging among us in 
the contest for supremacy between 
eastern and western ideals—with 
what results time alone can determine. 
I am aware that sincere lovers of art 
in the West have always emphatically 
urged us to the preservation of our 
national style. 1 have heard many 
wonder why we should have tried to 
imitate you In painting as in every- 
thing else. You should remember. 
however, that our wholesale adoption 
of your methods of life and culture 
was not purely a matter of choice, but 
of necessity. The word “moderniza- 
tion” means the occidentalization of 
tha world. The map of Asia will re- 


_veal the dismal fate of the ancient civ- 


ilizations that have succumbed to the 
spells of industrialism, commercialism, 
imperialism, and what not, which the 
modern spirit has cast over them. It 
seems almost imperative that one 
shonld mount the car of Juggernaut, 
unless one would be crushed under its 
wheels. Socially, sympathy toward 
painting, as toward all other questions 
of life, is divided into two camps—the 
so-called progressive, and the conser- 
vative. The former believes in the ac- 
ceptance of Western culture in its en- 
tirety, the latter with a qualification. 
To the advocates of the wholesale 


| Lisa of Leonardo or the Gilder of 
drandt- 


tent machine invented to carry on a 
special kind of esthetic warfare. 

I would like to say in this connec- 
tion that Japanese art has not yet been 
presented in its true light to outside 
nations. Except to the few. who have 
made a special study of it, or to those 
whose real insight into beauty has 
made it possible to enter into its spirit, 
the real meaning of our national 
painting seems not have been grasped 
by the general western public. Japa- 
nese painting is still known through 
the color prints of the popular school, 
and the flower and bird pietures which 
represent the prettiness, not the seri- 
ousness, of our artistic efforts. I beg 
you to know that in the works of the 
Japanese masters lies as deep a philos- 
ophy of life and religion of beauty as 
thoes which animated the creations of 
western art. The mode of expression 
is different, but the intensity of the 
emotion is the same. 

There is a cértain phase of Japanese 
painting which is difficult for Western 
comprehension on account of its very 
eastern nature. The monistic trend 
of the eastern though has led to con- 
centration, where in the West it be- 
came expansive. The microcosmic no- 
tion of our later philosophy has even 
accentuated the tendency to express 


with simple means the most complex | . 


ideas, In some cases, color and shad- 
ing have been discarded in the eager- 
ness of preserving the purity of the 
idea. It is not symbolism, but infinite 
suggestiveness. It is not the simplic- 
ity of the child, but the directness of 
the master mind. An ink landscape of 
Kakei or Sessiu is a world in itself, re- 
plete with the meaning of life. With- 
out actual examples before us it is 
hard to make myself understood. To 
take an analogy, the self-completeness 
of those masters is in its own way the 
geelf-completeness you find in the Mona 


The fact that these concentrated | 
poems were enjoyed by Japanese soci-. 
ety is the proof of its culture. It 
shows the ability in the audience to 
sympathize and fill out the back- 
ground which the artist has purposely 
omitted. The public was as much the 
painter as the painter himself, for both 
were required to complete an idea. It 
belonged to the age when the tea cere- 
mony was universally practiced, as a 
serious attempt to perfect the art of 
sympathy. 4 you are doubtiess 
aware, the tea ceremohy is called a 
ceremony because it is not a ceremony. 
It was a vital method of realizing the 
hermonious appreciation of the facts 
of mundane life. The guest and the 
host were alike called upon to create 
the unity of the room, and the rhythm 
of the conversation. 

I do not assert that J paint- 
ing has been always able to keep to 
this high standard. Like the tea cer- 
emony, it has often become formal and 
meaningless. We feel the fatigue of 
the art impulse instead of its virility. 
But the worship of the suggestive has 
been an integral part of our art con- 
sciousness. The ideal was always 
there, however we may have failed to 
approach it. 

The conservative thinks that it ts a 
great pity these ancient ideals should 
be lost. I, for one, who belong to the 
humble ranks of conservatives, 
find it deplorable that the traditions of 
Chinese and Japanese painting should 
be entirely ignored. I do not mean to 
say that Japan should not study the 
western methods, for thereby she may 
add to her own method of expression. 
Nor do I desire that Japan should not 
assimilate the wealth of ideas ‘which 
the western civilization has amassed 
On the contrary, the mental equipment 
of Japanese painting needs a stfength- 
ening through the accreticn of the 
world’s ideals. We can only become 
more human by becoming more un- 
versal. The value of a is 
in the depth of the thought that it 
conveys. What I wish to protest 
against is the attitude of initiation 
which is so destructive of individual- 
ity. - 

ART NOTES. 

The National Academy of Design 
has voted to accept the offer of Colum- 
bia Colleg of a plot of ground at 116th 
street and Broadway, New York, on 
which to erect an art school of such 
magnitude and importance as to rival 
the Beaux Arts of Paris. In this 
building, which will be erected at a 
cost of half a million dollars, will be 
united with the Academy School, the 
Columbia ‘of Architecture and 
Music. The presidents of the college 
and the academy, with the professors 
of the school, will form the faculty of 


money for the building by popular 
subscription. 

An interesting and instructive art 
display is being held in Portland, Or., 
in connection with the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition. It is made up of 
works loaned by artiste and private 
collectors, and includes, besides Amer- 
ican paintings, canvases by the early 
English and French masters, men of 
the Barbizon school and the moderu 
impressionists. Frank Vincent Du 
Mond, who is directing the exhibition, 
will, at its close, superintend the get- 
ting together of a permanent collection 
for the new Portland Art Museum. 

A new feature of the Champs Elysée 
salon this year—or rather the revival

A Neve! Kind of Bridge. 

The simplest method of crossing a 
wide stream or navigable channel is 
the transporter bridge. It consists of 
girders placed at such a height that 
ships using the waterway can pass un- 
derneath. These girders form a hor- 
izontal railway, on which runs a trol- 
ley. Suspended from trolley, at 
the level of the banks the water- 
way, is the transporter car, which car- 
ries across the stream passengers, ve- 
hicles and all other traffic. great 
economy of the contrivance lies in the

and costly approaches necessary for a 
high-level bridge. Furthérmore as the 
car and the current traffic form the 
only moving load to be provided for, 
the transporter bridge can be of very 
light construction. It also requires a 
much less sum for annual working and 
maintenance than any other form of 
movable bridge, whether of the bascule, 
swing, draw, lift or traversing pattern.

STREET car conductor who was 
employed for eight years on 
the Metropolitan (now © New 

York City Railway) writes to ithe 
Evening Journal concerning the posi- 
tiem taken in James R. Buchanan's 
column on the connection of Mr. 
Vreeland and Mr. Belmont with the 
Civic Federation. He tells of an ai- 
tempt that was made to organize the 
men on that system between two and 
three years ago says American In- 
dustrics. 

The organizers had secured the ap- 
plications of a number of employés 
who wanted to join a union, when the 
movement was crushed by the meth- 
ods which are still in force upon Mr. 
Vreeland'’s railways. The men active 
in the work of organizing were dis- 
charged, those who showed a leaning 
toward unionism were warned. Our 
correspondent shows how the com- 
pany worked to nip the organizations 
in the bud, the way it is still working. 

“No sooner did the heads of the 


company get wind of our efforts to 
@rganize han they put their stool pi- 


geons to work. A number of men with 
good records who had spoken favor- 
ably of organization to fellow workmen 
were discharged. Some of the ‘fellow 
workmen’ turned out to be company 
spies. 

“I know of one of these spies, a con- 
ductor, who received in addition to his 
pay as conductor $5 per day. The 
extra money was for expenses in per- 
formme his duties as a spy. The spies 
would mingle with their fellow work- 
men in restaurants, saloons and other 
places. They would ‘stand treat’ and 
then draw their intended victims into 
conversation on the question of organ- 
izing a union.

RAPID STEEL SAWING. 

Friction saws for the cutting of 
structural steel has been in use in 
the larger steel mills for several 
years, but the rapidity with which a 
recent Chicago installation 
through its task is little short of 
marvelous. To the acompaniment of 
a deafening shriek the largest size 
beams, rolled are severed in six- 
teen seconds, a speed far ahead of 
any previous records on cold steel. 
The material to be cut is brought be- 
fore the saw at right angles on power 
driven rollers in two sections, one 
moving forward and the other taking 
it away. ‘The machine has two beds, 
one stationary and the other moving 
back and forth on the first to meet the 
work. On one end of the movable 
bed is a 100 horse power motor ani 
twenty-four feet away is the saw on 
the other end. The saw disk is of 
soft flange steel, three-eighths of an 
inch thick and fifty-two inches in dia- 
meter. Traveling at almost 2000 revo- 
iutions per minute, the saw has a 
cutting speed of something over 27,000 
feet a minute.

Lompec Lime Rock. _ 

IDINGS of the Ume rock industry 
near Lompoc are told in the Rec- 
ord of that town, which says: 

“There is one little institution in 
the neighborhood of Lompoc that 


brings a lot of money into this city ev- 
| ery year, and of which very little is 


ever said. That is the lime rock quar- 
ry about five miles south of here, up 
the San Miguelito Cafion. This quar- 
ry furnishes all of the lime rock used 
by the Union Sugar Company, whose 
factory is at Betteravia, about eighteen 
miles north of Lompoc. In fact the 


company owns the quarry and for the. 


past two or three years have refused to 
sell any of their lime rock, although 
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Jan enormous submarine deposit. 
through the quarry the whole mass of 


— 


from ten to fifteen thousand tons of it 
could be sold to the Oxnard company if 
they so desired. : 
“The quarry has been worked for six 
years, under the management of 
George E. Badgley, and in that time 
between 50,000 and 60,000 tons of lime 
rock have been shipped, about 20,000 
tons of this having been shipped to 
Oxnard three and four years ago. The 
factory at Betteravia uses about 6000 
toms per year. 
“To give something of an idea of the 


value of this business to Lompoc it is 


only necessary to state that about 
$10,000 per year is spent for labor in 
hauling and 


runs about five months each year and 
employs from eighteen to twenty-five 
men and uses about forty horses. 

“At present there are three six- 
horse teams and two eight-horse 
teams hauling, making two loads each 
and every day, and they haul from 
nine to thirteen tons at each trip. The 
road is a down-hill grade nearly all the 
way, which enables the teams to bring 
—— bigger loads than they otherwise 
could. 

“The editor of the Record paid the 
quarry a visit this week in company 
with Manager Badgley, and the trip 
is well worth taking for anybody. 
There are many strange things to be 
learned concerning the formation and 


»>character o fthe lime rock, and like 


many other great lime deposits, shows 
unmistakable evidence of having been 
All 


rock is full of sea shells and other evi- 
dences of the place having been at 
some time, probably millions of years 
ago, a vast accumulation of shells and 
the bones of animals and fishes of the 
sea. Many fine specimens are taken 
out by the workmen. A few days ago 
one of the men found a tooth that re- 
sembles the tooth of a sea lion. The 
specimen was in a perfect State of 
preservation and had a beautiful pol- 
ish. The tooth was about four inches 
in length and is a very rare specimen. 
‘There have been found scores of small- 
er ones, but none as fine as this one. 
The Record man was given a speci- 
men or two of these teeth. There are 
also a great many sharks’ teeth found, 
ali these showing that for countless 
exes these things had been settling in 
that deposit before it was thrown up 
hy some terrible upheaval, and from a 
sea bed it was converted into a mighty 
mountain 1500 to 2000 feet high. From 
@ place near the quarry the ocean can 
be seen only a few miles away. 3 
“Mr. Badgley was asked if he 
thought there was any probability of 
the lime deposit giving out. He re- 
plied by saying that he wished he had 
an assurance that he would live until! 
the time the Union Sugar Company 
could not get its lime reck supply from 
this quarry. He said he had made a 
rough measurement of the deposit that 
was in sight, when work was com- 
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menced six years ago, and at that time 
he estimated that there were some- 
thing like 250,000 tons in sight and no 
telling anything about how deep it may 
go, but from the e ngs it is rea- 
sonably safe to say that it is 500 feet 
in depth and the reef is for a 
distance of 1500 to 2000 feet in length 
and several hundred feet wide, so there 
~ no uneasiness felt about the sup- 
ply. 

“Another great thing about this 
rock is the very high percentage of 
lime it carries. The rock that is being 
shipped runs from 95 to per cent. 
lime and frequently tests are made that 
show pure lime. 

“Some of the werkmen at the quar- 
ry have recently made some test of the 
gravel that is found in strata in the 
lime and gold colors have been panned 
out, and there is a possibility that gold 
may be found in some of these gravel 
strata in paying quanaities. 

“There is a suggestion that the Rec- 
ord wishes to make in connection with 
this business; that ought to be made to 
pay a handsome profit, and that is the 
preparation of a fertilizer from the 
waste that is thrown over the great 
dumps of the quarry. This waste 
could be pulverized by crushing and 
converted into one of the finest fertil- 
izers that ever was put on the ground.

Electric Orange Packer. 

The following is from the Riverside 
Press: 

“Very closely approximating the 
Mergenthaier linotype in the perfection 
of its automatic operations is an or- 
ange-wrapping machine now on exhi- 
bition at the West American packing- 
house, corner Twelfth and Pachappa. 
in this city. It is not too much to say 
that it promises to revolutionize the 
wrepping of Oranges and lemons. 

“About a dozen years ago Seth Tripp, 
a manufacturer of shoemaking machin- 
ery, was bere on his vacation from 
Lynn, Mass. He wandered in a pack- 
ing-house and watched the packing of 
the fruit. 

“Why don't you have a machine to 
wrap your oranges?” he asked. 

“He was informed that no such ma- 
chine had ever been invented. The 
result was that he went home and for 
several years worked on an orange- 
wrapping machine. He died before it 
was entirely perfected, and the work of 
perfecting the device fell to M. Ballard. 
a mechanical engineer in the Tripp 
works. After a long series of experi- 
ments at Lynn it was decided to bring 
the machine to Riverside and give it 
an actual working test in a packing- 
house. The past week three cars of 
oranges bave been wrapped with the 
machine, which is designed to attach 
to the end of the grader and to receive 
the orange direct. 

“The machine is simple in its opera- 
tion, compact and perfectly automatic. 
It receives the fruit on an endless 
chain attached to which are a series of 
cups, felt-lined and separated by rub- 
ber partitions. The wrappers are cut 
from a roll, after the manner ot a per- 
fecting printing press and after being 
printed are cut the desired size, when 
they are ready for the orange, which 
is held in place at the top of a rubber 
plunger, while the other end rests on a 
felt-topped rod. The ends of the 
wrapper are drawn together while the 
orange is in this position. And 80 
closely is the orange wrapped that it is 
believed it will be practically imper- 
vious to moisture. 

“A feature of the machine that will 
appeal to packing-house men lies in 
the fact that a smaller-sized paper can 
be used than in hand wrapping. Thus 
a 9x9 wrapper would be used on the 
machine, while in hand wrapping a 10 
xi0 wrapper would be required. A 
saving of 20 per cent. of paper is claim- 
ed, as well as far superior wrapping. 
Another advantage would lie in the 
fact that no large stock of assorted 
wrappers would be required, since the 
machine can be adjusted to any size 
and the roll paper only would be need- 
ed. The printing of wrappers would 
also be done away with since the print- 
ing is a part of the wrapping process. 

“On the wrapper used here the fol- 
lowing has ‘been printed: ‘Machine- 
wrapped fruit.

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THE BUILDING 


EW people realize the important 

part in a city’s growth and prog- 

ress that is played by the ordi- 
nary building wrecker; the man 
who tears down the old ramshackles 
to make room for new and improved 
structures that are suitable for our 
use in these modern days. 

During the last five years, or three 
perhaps, no city in the United States 
has undergone so great a change 
in the way of structural improvement, 
the general construction of new bulld- 
ings, and consequently the tearing 
down of the old ones, as has Los An- 
geles. indeed, the destruction of 
old-time edifices has become so com- 
mon a thing that a gang of workmen 
razing an old building excites but lit- 
tle comment from the ever-hustling, 
seething mass of humanity that passes 
hurriediy through our streets. 

inasmuch as the building of new 
buildings is an industry of great mo- 
ment it would seem that the wrecking 
of the old to make way for the new 
were a greater one. 

The art, if so dignified a term could 
properly be used and to the writer 
for the Sunday Times it does not seem 
out of place, of razing a building in 
these days of progress, has become 
a scientific study. ; 

What will we do with our old buivl- 
ings when we desire to replace them 
with new ones? : 

“Pull them down,” of course, you 


say. 

Yes tear them down; but there is 
method in this madness and this is 
where the professional wrecker comes 
in. 


The razing of buildings here in Los 
Angeles, has become so important an 
industry and grown to such great 
proportions, that there was recently 
organized in this city a corporation, 
capitalized at thousands of dollars 
for no other purpose than clearing 
the way for present day structures by 
demolishing the old ones. 

The process of demolition, however, 
is not a simple one by any means. Ev- 
ery brick and stone must be pre- 
served; every board or piece of tim- 
ber must be carefully laid aside; ev- 
ery iron brace, the iron and lead pip- 
ing, the tin from the roof and the 
window glass are saved. They «all 
have a value and many new buildings 
are constructed, partly, out of the ma- 
terial saved by the wrecker. It is the 
Wreckers business to so unbuild a 
building that the most money can be 
realized from the salvage. 

Hundreds of men, in Los Angeles, 


are employed in wrecking companies 


and, strange, as it may seem, the 
wreckers, in dismantling a building. 
often make as much money as the 
contractor did in its construction. 
Notable among the buildings which, 
through the medium of the wrecker, 
has passed out of existence, to make 
possible the erection of a twentieth. 
century monument to the subtle hand 
of the architect, is the Downey Block. 
Once a stately pile, pointed at With | 
pride by the early inhabitants of our 
thriving metropolis, it has now en- 
tirely disappeared and the material 
of which it was constructed has been 
sold and carted away. The passing 
of the old time edifice occupied but 
a few brief weeks and another ear- 
mark of early days has been relegated 
to memory’s handbook on “Looking 
Back ward.” 
Out of the chaos and disorder, how- 
ever, will rise, Phnoenix-like, a mag- 
nificent building; a building wherein 
all will be hustie and bustle. Not the 
Downey Bock rejuvenated,

In order to 
do that, we send an expert to the 
bullding and he goes over the entire 
structure, making estimates and tak - 
ing notes as to the amount of lum- 
ber, brick, stone, sashes, doors, iron 
and lead piping, windows and window 
glass, in fact of everything that we 
call salvage.

Some- 
times when the owner wishes to dis- 
pose of the material himself, we make 
a cash proposition or submit a bid 
on what we will wreck the building 
for. 
“There is a great amount of waste 
in any building, that is torn down, 
but by careful study of the character 
and construction ot. the building, an 
is able to tell without much 


saved. 
How do we know where to begin 
tearing down a building? 

“Well that depends entirely on the 
building. In most cases we begin at 
the roof and work down to the 
grcund, taking as great care as pos- 
sible to preserve all the material. But 
again, if the material is of little value 
we jerk out the foundations and let 
the whole thing fall to the ground, 

“At the present time we employ 
about 100 men on our wrecking force, 
and judging from the number of new 
buildings that are to be erected in the 
near future, it is likely that our force 
will soon be doubled. 


“Yes the wrecking business is dan- 


gerous. Dangerous to the men who

the money to the owners of the 


work on the old buildings and dan- 
gerous to the pocketbook of the 
wrecker as well; yet it is only once 
in a long time that the workmen are 
cought under falling walls and gen- 
eraily in such cases it is the carelesa- 
ness of the men that brings disaster 
to them. 

“We now and then find curious 
things in the buildings we tear down 
but up to the present time we have 
not discovered any hidden treasure. 
The old Downey Block, which we just 
finished wrecking had all kinds of 
odds and ends in #, but there was 
nothing of any value other than the 
material of which the building was 
constructed.” 

‘When asked as to the profit made 
by the wrecker, Mr. Whiting said that 
a wrecker should make about as much 
monty out of a job as the contractor 
did in the first place. 

The Downey building was probably 
one of the most solidly constructed 
buildings in the city. The walls of 
the first floor were built out of old 
Spanish brick and their durability was 
shown by the excellent state of pres- 
ervation they were in when taken 
from the walls. 

These brick are sixteen inches long, 
eight inches wides and two inches 
thick, and nearly 50,000 of them were 
taken out in good condition. Over 
1,000,000 brick were sold from the en- 
tire building, to say nothing of the 
= materials which were disposed 


In telling of his experience as a 
building wrecker, Mr. Writing men-

plucky Irish girl named Beatrice Grim- 


shaw, who is probably having a higher 
average of adventures per week at 
present than any other girl living. Be- 
coming tired of editorial work on an 
Irish cycling paper, she conceived the 
idea of setting out, alone, to roam the 
South Seas, where pirates, cannibals, 
and leper colonies do abound. 

I have just recefved news from her 
indi¢ating that she is having all the

where the fact that Miss Grimshaw is 
a erack shot witah a 
handy—likewise the further fact that 
she is a champion swimmer. 

In à letter written from the Fiji 
Islands on April 21, and received only 
a few days ago, Miss Grimshaw says:

The captain of the schooner Count- 
ess, known to every mariner in the 
South Pacifie as the 
daredevil in that part of the world, is 
authority for the observation that 
Miss Grimshaw is the pluckiest woman 
he ever met. at was after a cruise 
in which he ran his ship inte danger 
so often that he lost his certificate—a 
cruise on which, I believe, this adven- 
turous Irish girl was the sole passen- 


ger. 

Miss Grimshaw writes that she has 
had an amusing reception in one place 
where the native women had never 
seen a white.woman. They insisted on 
feeling of her to make sure she was 
real; but their hearts were won in- 
stantiy when the visitor showed them 
how she did up her hair. As their cos- 
tumes consisted of nothing to speak of, 
they were less interested in the latest 
styles in dressmaking. The men were 
go shy that the newcomer found it al- 
most Impossible to exchange any sort 
of ideas with them. The life of these 
people,” she says, “has a peculiar 
charm. ‘There is no rushing to catch 
‘trains nor mails. If you can't finish 
anything today, there are tomorrow 
and a hundred tomorrows. Why should 
you hurry? Time moves leisurely, and 
it is easier to walk than to run. Food 
is cheap.

LOSES MONEY. 
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Harness Association Quits 


Behind the Game. 


Week of Splendid Sport is 
Ended With Regrets.

By long adds the best week of har- 
negs racing Los Angeles, or for that 
matter, any city in California ever saw, 
came to a close yesterday afternoon at 
Agricultural Park.

SOUTH COAST YACHTS SUFFER 

BY THE SWELLS.

Losses at Terminal Greater Than 
Reported, and Owners of Craft Tell 
of Harm Done When Tide Was 
Low—San Pedro Property May be 
Used. 


BY STINSON JARVIS. 


The damage to yachis in the last 
thirty-six hours of heavy swell at er- 
minal Island has been greater than re- 
ported. Most of it was occasioned by 
breakage at low tide. C. H. Wedge- 
wood, owner of the racer Marie, ex- 
plained this yesterday, saying: Those 
wells came in long, ‘high and glassy, 
and under ordinary circumstances the 
vessels would ride safely at their 
moorings, but when the tide gets very 
low these big swells become breakers, 
and no ordinary arrangements for 
mooring will stand the strain. The 
yachts sometimes swing a little and 
take the next breaker sideways, so that 
they get pitched bodily toward the 
shore. When I was telephoned that 
the Marie was in danger, I got down 
to Terminal Island at once, and then 
the sea was all breakers for half a 
mile from a The big power boat 
Atpha pul the Marie off when she 
banging hard on the shore, but neither 
the hull nor the fin was injured. As 
a further safeguard, sqmebody had run 

a light line from the masthead of the 
* to the bathing float and when 
the tug went ahead this was not cast 
loose. The result was that — upper

The schooner Nautilus, 18 was 
last year the flagship of the South 
Coast Yacht Club, was driven from 
her moorings to the sandy slope near 
the bath-house, where the breakers 
pounded out the planking of her stern. 
She was then towed around Dead 
Man's Island to the inner harbor, where 
she now lies sunk on the flats. Her 
owner, McGregory,. is taking steps to 
have her put in good order.

Six HUNDRED NEW LIGHTS FOR 
RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 


Finance Committee Agrees to in- 
crease in Budget Appropriation for 
Lighting Dark Street Corners in 
Many Wards—Committee to Select 
Locations in Howton’s Bailiwick. 


To turn night into day on the city 
thoroughfares is the object of the 
lighting committee of the Council. 

During the present fiscal year over 
500 new lights are to be distributed 


about the residence districts in places 


+ 


representative in the 


where they are most needed. This 
mumber will be reinforced by about 4 
hundred lights which will be removed 
from Main, Spring and Hil! streets and 
already removed from Broadway, to 
make way for new lighting systems on 
those thoroughfares. | 

This will occasion an Increase of al- 
most $100,000 In the municipa! lighting 
budget, but the Councilmen consider 
that it will be more than offset by 4 
corresponding Jecrease in crime and 
lawlessness in the residence districts. 

Large, growing wards in the south- 
ern and western parts of the city will 
receive as many as 100 new lights each, 
Some of the smaller wards wil! receive 
fewer lights, but will make up for it by 
getting crosswalks and other street im- 
provements. 

Yesterday morning the Lighting and 
Finance Committees held a conference 
in the Council committee rooms. The 
argument was along the line of lights 
versus finances. 

Councilman Smith is chairman of 
both the Finance and Lighting Com- 
mittees. Yesterday he found himself 
in the dual position of insisting upon a 
reduction in the tax rate and at the 
game time advocating a big increase in 
the lighting appropriation. ; 

“We must start out on the considera 
tion of all these advances tn appropria- 
tions with the understanding that we 
are going to reduce the tax rate this 
year.” said Mr. Smith, “the increase 
In the assessment roll has been suffi- 
— for us to make a material reduc- 
tion.” 

“But that rejuction must not be 
made at the expense of the streets,” 


rejoined Counciiman Hiller, who is a 


member of the Lighting Committee 
and of the Board of Pubiic Works. 
“We need more street lights in the 
Third Ward, and we need.cleaner and 
better streets.” 
Healy said that he would not need 
more than thirty-five new lights in the 
Fighth Ward, “we are willing to trade 
some of the extra lights that are com- 
r to us for storm drains and street 
rossings,”” he said, 
Hammon asserted that many of the 
Streets in his ward are dark and dirty. 
“I 10 not believe that my people will 
kick very hard about their taxes (tf 
they can have the dark corners of the 
ward lighted up and the gulleys in the 
streets filled in.” he said; “they are 
willing to pay their share of the taxes 
provided they can see for themselves 


that they are getting value recetved. 


Councilman Kern said that his ward 
needs probably a couple of hundred 
street lights, but that his constituents 
— be satisfied this year t they get 


Councilman Smith that the Fifth 
Warders expect at least 100 additional 


lights. 

There was some discussion over what 
apportionment to make for the Sixth 
Ward. That bailiwick has been grow- 
ing rapidiy during the last year, but its 
Council has dis- 
played such miserable judgment in 
looking after the affairs of the War} 
that the other Councilmen are not in- 
clined to trust him in the matter of 
selecting locations for street lights. 
It was finally agreed that the tax-pay- 
ers of that Ward are entitled to recog- 
nition, whether their representative Is 
or not, and that the Sixth Ward will 
receive its full quota of lights: but 
they will probably be located by a com- 
mittee from the Council. 


PEONS NOT WANTED. 
NINTH WARD WAIL. 

A hot bunch of Ninth Ward property 
owners yesterday morning filed a pro- 
test with the Councfl against the peon 
colony on Utah street, and against the 
Heal% Officer for permitting the peons 
to congregate there. Then minutes 
later they changed their minds, with- 
drew'the petition and fied the City 
Hail. | 
The trate Ninth Warders came to the 
Hall to make personal protest. On be- 
ing informed by the City Clerk that 
their complaint should be reduced to 
writing and submitted to the Council, 
they drew up a petition containing al- 
legations Which, if true, would place 
the health department in a decidedly 
uncomfortable position. 

The compiaint recites that: “We 
have fréquentiy petitioned the Health 
Officer to look into the unsanitary and 
fiithy condition of the Mexican colony, 
herded together by hundreds on a few 
mall lote on Utah street. between 
Summit avenue and Kearney street, 
which has become through this unsan- 
itary condition productive of disease 
and a menace to the residents who are 
obliged to remain in the vicinity on ac- 
count of property holdings. 

“Several cases of diphtheria, accom- 
panied by deaths, have occurred there, 
without notice having been posted,

THE WORM TURNS. 
WATER BOARD HITS BACK. 

Ex-Councilman Todd yesterday filed 
with the Council a protest against the 
„business methods“ of the water de- 
partment. It is the fourth Philippic 
that Mr. Todd has discharged at the 
water commissioners during the last 
three months. 

This time Mr. Todd is pained because 
he has been compelled to pay another 
man’s water bill in order to get the 
water turned on at his new place of 
abode. Judging from the face of the 
complaint, it would appear that the 
water board is getting even“ for some 
of the roasts it has received from the 
pen of Mr. Todd in the past. 

A few weeks ago Mr. Tadd moved 
from the Fifth Ward into the Third. 
He found that the water was turned 
off at his new place. When he tele- 
phoned to the water depariment about 
it he was told that the last tenant had 
moved out leaving an unpaid water 
bill and that Mr. Todd would have to 
pay that bill before the department 
would give him water. 

Todd objected, but he had to have the 
water and finally paid the bill. Now 
he has found about twenty persons 
who have paid similar bills and they 
have joined in a petition to the Coun- 
en to have the “obnoxious practice” 
discontinued. The petition asserts that 
no other utility company would at- 
tempt such “hold-up” methods as those 
employed by the water department; 
that under any other conditions such 
practice would be impossible. Munic- 
ipal ownership does not appeal with 
very striking force to Mr. Todd and 
his fellow-protestants.

MISS BECK FOUND TREATING 
SCALPS A TRYING BUSINESS. 


— — 


Mrs. Dr. Edith McLean Knew the 
Ins and Outs but Failed to Teach 
Everything in the Course She Gave. 
Suit Now to be Brought to Recover 
Price of Partnership. 


Mies Anna Beck has lost $1000 in a 
business venture, and the experience 
has proven so strange to her that she Is 
just recovering her breath before tak- 
ing a plunge into the courts, hoping to 
rescue the money. 

Misa Beck has been in this country 
for a considerable time, though born 
on alien soil. For years she was a 
governess, but last year in San Fran- 
cisco she met Dr. Edith E. McLean; 
who has an extensive establishment in 


the Call bullding, where she carries on 


a large and lucrative business. Dr. Me- 
Lean is not a hair dresser, though she 
dallies with the tresses of her clientcie; 
she is not a massage artist, though in 
her establishment massage of the head 
is part of the procedure. 

Dr. McLean treats diseases and af- 
fections of the scalp; she grows hair 
on bald Spots; and ladies with stubby 
little wisps of hair go to her to have 
these same wisps elongated until they 
descend thick and glossy below the 
Waist line. All of the work of manip- 
ulation is done by the assistants, but 
Dr. McLean calls herself the “diag- 
nostician,”’ and being a stunning worm- 
an, well gowned, and a glib talker, her 
foliowing is not inconsiderable. 

Miss Beck learned from her new 
friend that treating scalps at so many 
like finding 
money when compared to stuffing frac- 
tions and cube root under infantile 
Scaips that ofttimes she would have 
liked to have raised. She determined 
to abandon her profession as a gover- 
ness and study under Dr. McLean. She 
took the full course and was imparted 
the information how many hairs should 
sprout on each sqrare inch of scalp 
surface. ‘ 

After the completion of her studies 
the doctor dilated upon the money to 
be made in the business, and informed 
Miss Beck that she had opened offices 
in Los Angeles in the Johnson building. 
But her services were go constantly in 


desired. She wanted a partner. And 
Miss Beck was willing. She acceptéd 
Dr. McLean at her voice value, and 
everything that she was told she ve 
lieved. The doctor said that for $2000 
she would sell a haif interest in the 
Los Angeles business, and Miss Beck 
answered as became a dutiful follower 
and believer. 

For the privilege of having in her 
Possession a lop-sided little contract 
that virtually amounts to nothing at 
all, Miss Beck paid over $1000 in cold 
cash and undertook to pay the second 
$1000 next September. In order to show 
Miss Beck what a fine thing she was 
dropping into, Dr. McLean read her let- 
ters from ladies in this city who want- 
ed the doctor to come down and read 
their scalps for them, and tell them 
just what was the niatter. All this was 
convincing to Miss Beck and she came 
along down to Los Angeles to take 
charge of the rooms in the Johnson 
building, happy in the thought that she 
was in a business where she could pay 
the second $1000 out of the profits. 

But no sooner had she settled into 
place with the two assistants—one be- 
ing a niece of Dr. McLean—than tne 
doctor blew in and suggested all kinds 
of improvements. The rooms in the 
Johnson building had just been leased 
for another year, but the doctor said 
they must have more elaborate and 
convenient premises. She took a five 
years’ lease of a handsome suite in the 
Hellman building, obtained a lot of 
mission furniture on the installment 
plan and then proceeded to order what 
should and should not be done from her 
San Francisco office. Miss Beck had 
protested at all this expenditure. She 
didn’t see exactly where that other 
$1000 was to come from, or how to get 
den of that lease in the Johnson bulld- 
ng. 

Complaints were first made to the 
agent that the rooms could not be re- 
tained on account of their unclean con- 
dition, and the drawbacks to the place 
in this regard were expatiated upon at 
length. The agent, however, consid- 
erately said that he would be happy to 
clean the rooms up and do all that was 
necessary, and so some other device 
had to be adopted in order to get out 
of the building without naying the rent. 
A vigorous protest was made to the 
agent that he had made insinuations 
Against the character of the ladies in 
the scalping business. But when he 
heard ofs this the agent was amazed. 


He ts a very gentlemanly man and 


protested that he had never said any- 
thing of the kind, and that the whole 
matter was a base fabrication on some- 
body's part. There had to be another 
try. 
But in the meantime the business was 
not by any means what it had been 
cracked up to be. Truth to tell Dr. Me- 
Lean had a wide circle of friends and 
she kept writing that she would come 
to Los Angeles periodically, but never 
came. Miss Beck, being unknown, 
could not immediately work up a busi- 
ness, particularly one that is of a semi- 
confidential character, for the secrets 


of a lady's toilet may be very simple 


or very obscure. 


Finally Miss Beck wrote to the doctor | 


that she wished to back out and re- 
ceived a reply that Dr. McLean would 
be down at a very early date. As a 
matter of fact she hasn't arrived yet. 
Miss Beck withdrew from the business 
on June 1, and now sues for a reciesion 
of the contract and the recovery of her 
$1000. And in the meantime Miss Beck's 
friends in the business—patrons with 
whom she had gained an acquaintance 
—inquire “Where is Miss Beck?" and 
the employés look vacantly at the in- 
quirer and murmur: “So sorry, but 
really don’t know where Miss Beck 
lives, or what she ts doing.“ 
And one of them boards in the same 
house with dear“ Miss Beck, but dur- 
ing business hours doesn’t know she is 
living. 
Dr. McLean's side of the case remains 
to be stated. She will probably briag 
a cross-complaint against Miss Beck 
for violation of contract. 


REFORM LEGAL PROCEDURE, 
BAR ASSOCIATION MEETS. 
There was a meeting of the Bar As- 
sociation yesterday morning in the 
Courthouse, for the purpose of coneid- 
ering the report of the Judicial Com- 
mittee on the new rules formulate! for 
the conduct of business. J. A. Gibson, 
president of the association, presided. 
The new rules had been read by so 
few of those present that there could 
be no very decided criticiem, nor any 
definite determination. But, neverthe- 
less, an tinteresting discussion took 
place regarding the necessity for re- 
form in several directions. Judge 
Works opened with several suggestion« 
for the simplification of the work in 
the courts, and Will A, Harris ampli- 
fled the idea in etraightforward words. 
“There should be a widespread reform 
in the practice of the law.” he said, 
“for men who are unfoMunate enough 
to get into court enter as they would 
the mart of the money changers. And 
this I say without reflecting upon the 
judges or the attorneys at all—it is a 
question where their honor is not 
touched. 
“My clients for the most part are 
men of moderate means, but a litigant 
cannot carry a case to completion for 
leas than several hundred dollars, not 
including attorneys’ fees. In many 
cases this amounts to a practical de- 
nial of justice.” | 
Mr. Haris proceeded to show that in 
a case of contested litigation on ap- 
peal, with the printing of briefs and 
transcripts the expenses are run up 
without any absolute necessity. At the

FOR BATTLE ROYAL. 


Fire Opened on 
Street Railway Franchise -Amend- 
ment to City Charter—Bombshell in 
Chapman’s Innocent-looking Brief. 


Twenty-one- Year 


ARBFULLY hidden away in «4 

brief affecting an electric railway 

franchise covering but half «@ 
dozen blocks of city streets, Attorney 
J. S. Chapman, rded by many As 
the dean of the Los Angeles bar, has 
presented a strong legal argument at- 
tacking the validity of the twenty-one 
year time limit franchise amendment 
to the city charter as affecting street 
railways. 

The case which occasioned the prepa- 
ration of this brief is in Mself of but 
fourth-rate importance. It affects only 
a few blocks in a residence section. 
But it now looms up as a cause 
celébre. A decision in favor of A. N. 
Daviison, the defendant, would effec- 
tually dispose of the ridiculous fran- 
chise rider that has blocked street 
railway extension in Los Angeles for 
at ieast two years. 

Not content with attacking this sec- 
tion of the city’s franchise legislation, 
to Mr. Chapman's door may be laid 
the revival of the question whether the 
Mayor has the power under State stat- 
utes to veto, sign, or, in short, do any- 
thing with a grant by the Council of 
a street railway franchise. 

And as though this were not enough, 
Mr. Chapman has cited decisions by 


| the Supreme Court to show that mu- 


nieipal ownership of street rallways is 
impossible under the present State 
constitution, He avers that the city 
has not the right to construct or oper- 
ate a street railway. 

In a forceful brief containing eighty 
type-written pages of manuscript and 
citations from over 200 Supreme Court 
decisions, Mr. Chapman has set forth 
these things and more, ostensibly for 
the purpose of securing for A. N. Da- 


| videon a franchise which the Council 


would give him, with a twenty-one- 
year time limit attachment thrown in, 
for the asking. 

But the City Attorney sees back of 
this seemingly unimportant case oth- 
ers of a hundred times greater impor- 
tance in which the same questions 
might rise. 


WOULD REVOLUTIONIZE THINGS. 


If the Supreme Court should decide 
in favor of Mr. Chapman's contentions 
it would practically revolutionize 
granting of franchises and the con- 
Struction of street railway lines in 
Los Angeles. 

According to the interpretation which 
Mr. Chapman places on the Broughton 
law, the Mayor has not the power to 
veto a grant of a franchise made by 
the Council, and the Council has the 
right to grant a franchise for any pe- 
riod short of fifty years. 

It is that iwenty-one-year rider that 
has occasioned the sudden stagnation 


prises in this city. If Mr. Chapman 
can convince the courts that it does 
not apply to street railway franchises, 
probably a dozen new city lines would 
be built before the Chrigtmas holidays. 

The section of the charter placing 
that limit upon franchises was not 
prepared in the City Attorney's office, 
neither does it bear the stamp of ap- 
proval of any municipal organization, 
It was presented to the last Council 
at the time that body was considering 
recommended by the 
charter revision committee. The 
Council passed it on to the people at 
the December election and by a popu- 
lar vote it was adopted along with the 
other charter amendments, although 
by a greatly reduced majority. 

As soon as it became a law H. E. 
Huntington announced that he would 
neither build nor operate street ra- 
ways under the terms of so destructive 
a regulation. That meant a sudden 
cessation of street railway bull ling 


ere. 
DAVIDSON'S FRANCHISE. 

Early in February, before the State 
Legisiature had acted upon the char- 
ter amendments, the Council, at Mr. 
Davidson's request, Offered for sale a 
street railway franchise on Vermont 
avenue and other streets, Bids were 
regularly opened in the Council. Da- 
vidson offered $700 for the franchise 


and the Council awarded it to him. He 


munict 


of the street railway extension enter-. 


paid the money to the City Treasurer, 
who still retains it, but the Legisla- 
ture ratified the charter amendments 
and the Mayor vetoed the ordinance 
under which the grant was made. At 
the advice of his attorneys, Davidson. 
a couple of weeks ago, announced his 
determination to bulid his line. Act- 
ing under Council instructions the 
City Attorney brought sult to enjoin 
him from laying rails in the streets 
covered by the alleged franchise. The 
brief which Mr. Chapman has filed Is 
the defense to his suit. 

It was the twenty-one-year time 
limit amendment that caused the May- 
or to veto the ordinance of sale, which 
was for thirty-three years. 

Mr. Chapman contends in his brief 
that this amendment does not in any 
way affect the grant 9 of street railway 
franchises. 

In support of this contention he 
quotes the following from a recent Su- 
preme Court decision: ‘ 

The ordinary and incidental powers of a 
| corporation are nat broad ensugh 
to include the power to grant street railway 
franch'ses. whereby any man may a 
right from which the public ners ere n 
cluded. It t# a misconception of the law to 
suppose the ralliway company derives tts 
power to construct a raliroad from any ordi- 
nance of the city. All authority, is conferred 
by the State. The city has delegated to it 
the power to say in what manner, and upon 
what conditions, the company may exercise 
the franchise conterres by the State,.-but noth- 
ing mor? 

STATE'S PREROGATIVE. 

Now the franchise amendment pro- 
vides that: “No franchise granted by 
the city to any corporation, association 
or individual shall be granted except 
by an ordinance, nor for a period of 
more than twenty-one years. 

After quoting the above Mr. Chap- 
man adds: 

It is respectfully submitted that these street 
railway franchises are not granted by the 
clty, and that the governing body of the city 
is the agent of the State to dispose of 
the franchises herein provieed, Sut the power 
5 not given to the city, even through the 
Counel) nor by any other ceency whatever. 
Mr. Chapman argues further that. as 
a street railway franchise comes from 
the State, a city has not the power 
to grant it by ordinance, and that the 
section of the charter cannot be valid 
so far as it relates to street railways. 
Several pages of the brief are de- 
voted to a discussion of the question 
whether the grant of a franchise is 
concluded when the buyer pays his 
money for it to the City Treasurer 
after having been awarded the fran- 
chise by the Council on the ground 
that h® is the highest bidder, 
The intent of this argument is to 
show that the grant of a franchise ts 
a transaction in which only the bidder 
and the Counell are ree

8 IT REVOLUTION? 


If the present movement against 
the Czar's government by those who 
are themselves Russian subjects, suc- 
ceeds, then ft will be called a revolu- 
tion. If it fails it will go down into 
history merely as an insurrection, a 
putative rebellion, an uprising or an 
anarchistic demonstration. A move- 
ment against the authority of an es- 
tablished government, in order to be 
dignified by the title of a revolution, 
must be successful, otherwise it must 
take some other name which rates it 
as a failure. We must bear these things 
in mind as we follow the course of 
those daring spirits who have come out 


in open hostility to the authority of. 


Nicholas II, and have raised the red 
standard of revolt against his throne. 

John Wilkes, that noble member of 
the British Parliament who chem- 
pioned the cause of the American col- 
onies in 1776, put the distinctions here 
referred to as epigrammatically as 
need be. Rebellion,“ said he, “is writ- 
ten on the backs of the flying foe: rev- 
olution is blazoned on the banners of 
victorious legions.” Insurrection is de- 
fined as the act of rising up against or 
in opposition to civil or political au- 
thority; an open and active opposition. 
on the part of a number of persons to 
established government or law. Revo- 
lution, on the other hand, is a funda- 
mental chfiinge in government, or in 
the political constitution of a country, 
effected suddenly and violently, and 
mainly brought about by internal 
causes, a revolt against the consti- 
tuted authority successfully and com- 
pletely established. In short, an insur- 
rection or a rebellion is a thing in ac- 
tion, while a revolution is a thing 
ended and done. 

While the present movement in Rus- 
Sia gives out certain sparks of the true 
revolutionary fire," it is yet, on the 
whole, scarcely satisfactory from the 
revolutionist’s ideal point of view. Ac- 
cording to the Jesuitical analysis, there 
are three turns of the wheel in a rev- 
olution. First, there is a moderate 
movement forward, then, after a time 
a second forward movement. after 
which—the extreme party coming into 
power—the wheel moves backwards. 
“The moderate movement forward,” 
may be said to be discernible in Russia 
now, but there is a strong impression 
that the revolt lacks organization, co- 
hesion, leaders, and, above all, a com- 
manding individual 
which there has never been a revolu- 
tion in the world's history. 

Meantime the mutineers and pseudo- 
patriots of the battleship Kniaz Po- 
temkine navy surrendered. 


NOTHER ISTHMIAN RO ROUTE. 


A new isthmian route—the Te- 
huantepec—will soon be available for 
traffic between the Atlantic and pa- 
cific ports. It is not a ship canal, but it 
is' so advantageously located that it 
cannot fail to become a strong rival of 
the Panama Railroad, and of the tanal 
to be built across the Isthmus of Da- 
rien. 

The waters of the Gulf of Mexico at 
the mouth of the Coatzacoalicos River 
approach within 144 miles of the Pa- 
cific Ocean at the harbor of Salina 
Cruz. Between these two points there 
occurs one of the very few depressions 
to be found in that continuous range 
of mountains which extends along the 
western coast of the two Americas 
from the Arctic Sea to the Strait of 


Magellan. The summit of this divide 
at Tarifa is but 754 feet above sea 
level. 


After the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia the importance of a more rapid 
means of communication between the 
Eastern States and the Pacific Coast 
was realized, and in 1852 a company of 
capitalists caused a survey to be made 
Which established, the feasibility of a 
railway across the Tehuantepec Isth- 
mus. The route as surveyed was 165 
miles in length. But this and several! 
later projects failed to materialize, 
owing to financial difficulties. 

At length James B. Bads, who had 
made himeelf famous by the construc- 
tion of the Mississippi jetties, took 
hold of the enterprise in 1883. He con- 
ceived the bold project of building a 
ship railway—for the transportation of 
ships: by rail from ocean to ocean. A 
new route, 192 miles in length, with 
better grades and leer curves, was. 
adopted. His plan was to build three 
parallel tracks, and at each terminus 
these would drop down into the bottom 


figure—without 


of the harbor. The vessel to be trane- 
ported across the isthmus would be 
anchored to a platform of suitable con- 
struction and hauled by powerful loco- 
motives moving on each track. It was 
a magnificent enterprise, ang created 
no end of newspaper comment and 
speculation. Before his plans were 
fully matured he suddenly died and tne 
grand project was abandoned. 

Later the Mexican government deter- 
mined to improve the route and after 
numerous delays constructed a rail- 
road, but a serious difficulty was then 
developed. Of late years the capacity 
of ocean steamers has been gradually 
increasing till they now require much 
deeper harbors than formerly for their 
accommodation. This fact has necessi- 
tated the deepening and improvement 
of the harbor at Coatzacoalcos at great 
cost, and the construction of both an 
inner and outer harbor at Salina Cruz 
—very much on the plan of ours at 
San Pedro. 

The cost is borne by the Mexican 
government, but the work is per- 
formed by English capitalists under 
the direction of Sir Weetman Pearson. 
In a few months the gigantic under- 
taking will be completed and the long- 
deferred Tehuantepec route will be 
put into practical operation. Lines of 
steamers will be put on for the Pacific 
ports of North America, for China, 
Japan and the East Indies, and for the 
west coast of South America. The offi- 
cials of our transcontinental railroads 
who have watched with keen interest 
the progress of this enterprise, are nat- 
urally fearful that a large traffic will 


be diverted to this new isthmian route. 


As Salina Cruz, the Pacific terminus, 
is about 1300 miles nearer San Fran- 
cisco than Panama, and Coatzacoalcos, 
the Gulf terminus, is nearly 800 miles 
nearer New Orleans than is Panama, 
making a total saving 2100 miles in 
distance as between the Tehuantepec 
and the Panama routes, it must neces- 
sarily divert much traffic from the 
Panama Canal when it shall be built 
Some eight or ten or a dozen years 
hence. Meantime our California ship- 
pers will enjoy the benefit and advan- 
tage in time and cost of this compar- 
atively near-by transit across the in- 
terval between the two great seas, 


FE INSURANCE METHODS. 


The sensational disciosures regard- 
ing the affairs of_the Equitable Life 
Insurance Company have led to a gen- 
eral discussion of the question of life 
insurance. In a Boston publication 
called “Human Life“ a writer presents 
a vigorous &rraignment of the present 
methods and practices of life-insur- 
ance companies. He shows that irre- 
sponsible solicitors get more than half 
of all the money paid in by policy hold- 
ers the first year—a higher percentage 
of commission than is paid for the sale 
of anything except worthless or ques- 
tionable stocks and bonds. Again, 
there is no other line of trade where 
some familiarity with the subject is 
not required of the salesman. These 
solicitors, or so-called agents, assume 
no responsibility, and are not liable 
for their actions or statements. They 
often know nothing about the finances 
of the company and care less; yet this 
man receives half or more of all the 
money the policy holder pays in dur- 
ing the first year, and sometimes re- 
ceives from 2% to 5 per cent. of al 
subsequent payments. 

This, however, is by no means the 
worst phase of life insurance, as at 
present conducted. It is admitted that 
a part of our great life-insurance in- 
terests are operated, and more or less 
controlled by men who are connectcd 
with gigantic money-making and spec- 
ulative schemes which have enriched 
the few to the loss of the many. A 
considerable proportion of the prop- 
erty held by our great insurance com- 
panies is under the direct control of 
what is known as the “Wall Street 
Crowd.” Again, the writer of the ar- 
ticle referred to was informed that a 
certain block of real estate appears in 
an insurance company's statement at 
a valuation of $17,000,000, and that this 
same real estate is assessed for only 
$3,000,000. 

Some of these companies are getting 
to be almost family affairs. It was 
shown recentiy that the president of 
one of our largest insurance compa- 
nies is related, directly or by marriage, 
to four of the directors, to the secre- 
tary, to eight of the counsel, to the 
medical director and to the superin- 
tendent of agency. 

It is not surprising that these dis- 
closures have led to a demand on part 
of many people that the government 
should take control of life insurante.- 
The advantage of this would be thas 
such insurance would be absolutely 
safe, and at the same time could be 
furnished for a much lower price than 
is now charged, as soliciting would be 
done away with altogether. It would 
also be an advantage for the govern- 
ment to have control of these vast 
sums of money, now held in private 
hands, 

It may be that there will be an in- 
ternational side to this Equitable scan- 
dal. A recent dispatch from Berlin 
stated that there is every reason to be- 
lieve the Kaiser and his government 
may become important factors in this 
affair. It is added that the quarrel 
between the Alexander and Hyde fac- 
tions has practically sounded the death 
knell of several large American com- 
panies doing business in that country. 
Hundreds of policy holders have bor- 
roWed the largest possible amounts on 
their policies, to get at least part of 
their money back, and most of the poll- 
cies will undoubtedly be allowed to lapse. 
Confidence in all the American compa- 
nies has been completely shaken, and no 
people in the world hate more than the 
Germans to throw good money after 
bad. A great state insurance company 
under the direction of the German gov- 
ernment is being strongly advocated 
by many. 

The “old line” insurance companies 
are, however, by no means the only 
ones open to criticism. Many frater- 
nal organizations have begun to dis- 
play great weakness. In these cases 
ii is not extravagance or fraud, but 
lack of proper care and experience in 
formulating the schedule of payments. 


One of the leading fraternal insurance4 


companies of the United States is now 4 
facing serious trouble on this account. 
As usual, everything went along swim- 
mingly, so long as a majority of the 
members were young and healthy, but 
as they began to grow old and sick, 
and to die off, the trouble began. Now 
it is found necessary to increase the 
rates to an amount which many of 
the older members are unable to pay. 
At the same time, many of them are 
too old to get insurance’ elsewhere. 
Thus great hardship is worked on 
thousands who supposed that they and 
their families were insured against old 
age and death. 

This whole question of life insurance

ene OF THE GOTHENBURG 
SYSTEM. 

It has been claimed, by some of 
the opponents of the Gothenburg sys- 
teen for regulating the liquor traffic, 
that the system is not yet a pro- 
nounced success, even in the city 
where it originated, and that attempts 
to transplant it to this country would 
be wholly experimental. These con- 
clusions are not warranted by the 
facts and statistics of the case, which 
are of record. These show that the 
system, which has been in force since 
1865 (a period of forty years) has been 
instrumental in accomplishing won- 
derful results in the way of decreasing 
the amount of‘ liquor consumed, 
stopping the sale of spirits to ine- 
briated persons arid minors, in provid- 
ing decent, well-lighted, well-ven- 
tilated and well-regulated places for 
the sale of spirits, in lowering the 
percentage of alcohol in the liquors 
consumed, in limiting the amount of 
spirits procurable by any one person 
at any one time, in shortening the 
hours for keeping open the shops 
where spirits are consumed, 
creasing the total amount of liquor 
consumed, and the amount of drunk- 
enness, and in many other ways 
bringing undeniable benefits to the 
community. 

A significant testimonial to the 
merits of this system is the fact that 
it has been adopted, with some modi- 
fications, in most towns in Sweden, 
and also in Norway and Finland. Its 
success at home has been 80 pro- 
nounced that its transplantation to 
other cities has followed as a matter 
of course. And this fact appears to 
prove conclusively that it would be 
equally successful if transplanted to 


the United States. 
In 1868 there wre in Gothenburg 
and its suburbs, she public house for 
every 2293 persons of the population; in 
1899 there was one pwblic house for 
every 8158 persons. 

In. 1875 there was one shop for retail- 
ing spirits for “off-eonsumption” for 


every 8569 persons of the population. 


In 1899 there was one retail shop for 
every 17,481 persons, | 
During the twenty-three years from 
1875 to 1898, inclusive, the profits of the 
„bolag' (the company which took over 
the liquor licenses,) amounted to 16,- 
3 kroner (something like 84.000. 
000,) all of which, instead of going into 
the pockets of liquor dealers, went for 
the benefit of public institutions or 
funds, such as the parks, the museum, 
the fund for providing free legal ad- 
vice to the working classes, the school 
children’s holiday fund, reading-rooms 
for workmen, etc. The greater part of 
the money, however, was paid in to the 
town treasury to be used for improving 
the police system, the hospital service, 
and the system for relieving the poor. 
The above facts are taken from an 
interesting pamphlet issued at Gothen- 
burg entitled “The Giteborgs Utskank- 
nings Aktiebolag,” giving in detail 
facts and statistics relative to the

He sent me this book about five 
years ago, with an autograph note ex-

his earlier inspirations. As was nat- 
ural enough in a man so modest, he 
laid chief stress upon the “rarity” of 
the collection, but it was easy to see 
that he loved those verses as the chil- 
Aren of his sunny, eager youth, and 
held them apart from later ahd less 
intimate achievements. 


I have the volume, and the note 
which accompanied it is pasted on the 


fiy leaf. How any one can imagine 
that Mr. Hay was “ashamed of or

The Church on Trial. 
THE CHURCH OF GOD ON TRIAL. By E4- 
ward J. Maginnis. Christian Press As- 
sociation Publishing York. 
Mr. Edward J. Marginnis, a practic- 
ing attorney or Pennsylvania, has 
written a volume in defense of 
Roman Catholic Church. Mr. Magin- 
nis has entitled his book: “The 
Church of God on Tria! 
Tribunal of Reason.” He has won for 
it the approval of Patrick John 
Ryan, Archbishop of Philadelphia, and 
J. 7. Loughlin, censor Hbrorum. in 
addition to the approval of Dr. Lough- 
lin he has had his work endorsed by 
that learned gentleman with the lines: 
‘This is an admirable work. I trust 
it will be spread broadcast over the 
country in millions of copies.“ While 
the volume itself is meritorious, and 
while the approval of Dr. Loughlin 
and Bishop Ryan will win for it a 
kindly hearing from all Catholics, still 
we feel—and those who approved it 
must also have felt—that Mr. Magin- 
nis is not the best advocate for the 
Catholic Church. A lawyer may be a 
very pious man. He may have sound 
reasoning and good judgment. And 
yet, because he has not received train- 
ing in theological thinking, he is not 
qualified to write upon theology. A 
man may write upon virtue and piety 
and religious living who knows noth- 
ing about creeds or faiths or doctrines. 
A man, however, who has not re- 
ceived the training of a theologian— 
who has not been taught to see things 
in an aspect which is not common to 
the view of the layman—is not quali- 
fied to write upon theological ques- 
tions. Mr. Maginnis, like many an- 
other lawyer, is first of all a lawyer. 
He is not, nor does he claim to be, 
an investigator. That is not the duty 
of the defendant's attorney. He must 
either clear his client or—if he be the 
prosecuting attorney—he must con- 
vict him. His business is not to learn 
the truth, but to make his predeter- 
mined conclusions appeal to the 
jurors. That is the stand of the 
author of “The Church of God on 
Trial.“ He has started out with the 
intention of claiming everything und 
admitting nothing.

“I determined, 
therefore, if the Lord spared me, to is- 
sue in the near future a da 
which would not cause derision among 
the younger generation, but which 
would de read with interest and with 
reverence.” All that Mrs. Cowen 
claims to have done is the improvement 
of the English diction. Of the present 
Offering to the Jews of the country, 
the publishers say: The Seder service 
is designed simply as a practical aid 
in celebrating one of the most im- 
pressive incidents in Israel's career. 
Many of the suggestions that are given 
therein are the result of considerabie 
experience in clebrating the Passover 
in Mrs. Cowen's home. Interest in the 
service has invariably been heightened 
by active participation therein by 
those assembled, who read or sang 
parts thereof, or at least joined in the 
responses and hymns, Suggestions con- 
cerning the same are to be found m 
the text. According to the publisher 
there have been several versions of the 
Haggada published in this country to 
meet the needs of those who wished 
a modernized service. These have 
failed to serve their purpose for the 
reason that “the Jewish heart js, after 
all, affected largely by tradition, and 
these works cut loose altogether from 
the old service.”

The tenth volume of the Jewish En- 
cyclopedia is just from the press of 
Funk & Wagnalis Co. The remaining 
two volumes of the set will, it is ex- 
pected, be ready by November, in time 
for the celebration by the Jews of the 
two hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the first arrival at New Amsterdam 
of a group of Hebrew Pilgrim Fathers, 
who came from Braail. It is intended 
that this celebration shall take place 
on Thanksgiving Day. 

The encyclopedia is a werk of large 
importance, which has already re- 
‘ceived considerable notice in these col- 
umns. Volume X contains over 700 
quarto pages, and is of particular in- 
terest, at this time, because of the con- 
densed yet very complete history of 
the Jews in Russia and Poland that it 
contains. Under the heads, “Pisa,” 
Ravenna, “Rome,” “Poitiers’’ and 
Prague“ may be found the history of 
persecutions similar to those in the 
Czar’s domain. The eminence to which 
the Jews attained, despite this persecu- 
tion, that In many cases entirely in- 
terdicted professional life, is evidence 
of the intellectual gifts of the race, to 
which the biographies of this volume, 
as of those preceding it, abundantly 
testify. 

The deeply interesting story of the 
Jews in “Russia” is penned by Her- 
man Rosenthal, in an article covering 
nearly sixty pages of the encyclopedia. 
He states that Jewish settlements in 
Russia began very early, before the 
time of Christ—that after the destruc- 
tion of the First Temple in 587 B.C. 
Nebuchadnezzar deported a number of 
Jewish captives to Armenia and to the 
Caucasus. Later these exiles were 
join by co-religionists from Media 
and Judea. Then some of the Arme- 
nian cities possessed Jewish popula- 
tions ranging from 10,000 to 30,000, but 
when the Persians invaded Armenia 
most of the cities were destroyed, and 
many of the Jews were led into cap- 
tivity. Monuments consisting of mar- 
ble slabs bearing Greek inscriptions, 
now preserved in St. Petersburg, show 
that the Jews dwelt in the Crimea at 
the beginning of the Christian era, and 
that even then they possesseq well-or- 
ganized communities with synagogues. 
In time they moved eastward and 
northward and became the founders of 
Jewish communities along the shores 
ot the Caspian Sea and on the banks 
of the lower Volga. Under their in- 
fluence Bulan, the “chaghan" of the 
Chazars, and the ruling classes of 
Chazaria embraced Judaism about the 
year 740. The spread of Judaism 
among the Chazars rendered attractive 
to Jewish settlers the entire region 
of the lower Don, the Volga, and the 
Dnieper, where they dwelt fer the next 
two hundred years. But when the 
Chazarian kingdom was overthrown 
the Jews fied in large numbers to the 
Crimea, to the Caucasus, and to the 
Russian principality of Kiev. During 
the eleventh and twelfth centuries the 
Jews spread to Northeastern Russia, 
and, for a time at least, enjoyed certain 
privileges. In 1388 Withold issued a 
charter to the Jews of Kiev and other 
Russian principalities by the terms of 
which they were according full rights 
of citizenship, and a number of them 
served on the body guard of the Rus- 
sian princes.

CABBAGE COOKERY. 
Spiced Cabbage—One-half cup vine- 


Far, one tablespoonful sugar, one tea- 


spoon each whole cloves and whole 
pepper, some salt, put in the cut 
cabbage, cover and cook slowly until 
tender. It is nice served with a flank 
of beef, as follows: Take some stale 
bread, soak in cold water, season 
highly; spread on the flank and roll 
up.

_ Throughout centuries the Capulet family, 
though pinched by want, had clung desper- 


ately to the old home. But as time passed 


they fell lower and lower from their proud 
estate. At least one of “two households, both 
alike in dignity,” is dignified no longer. 

Unmindful of the progress of the rival 
house of Montague, and only intent upon 
ching out a scanty living, latter-day Capulets 
converted the old home into à cheap inn and 
liquor shop. Where Juliet looked into her 
fair. garden, brawls of drunken men were 
heard. | 

Now, at the order of the Court, their 
Famous old home—all that is left of their 
former glory—has been sold over their heads. 

It is the intention of the municipality. of 
Verona to purchase the property eventually 
and convert it into a museum.

PON visits to Verona in recent years tour- 
ists have never failed to comment upon the 
pitiable condition of the home of Shake- 
speare’s heroine of love and tragedy. 

To their credit, in a way, the descendants of 


the early Capulets have clung to the old homestead. 


One after another, as adversity has assailed the 
remnant of the once powerful family, they have 
parted with the other possessions, but not until now 


has the homeplace of Juliet passed from their 


hands. 

And yet, still owning it, they have of late years 
devoted this Mecca of romance to uses that are 
ignoble, to say the least. j 

From the palatial dwelling of a leading noble 
family of the city it became a public inn. Descend- 
ing in the scale of commercial utility, it finally set- 
tled upon the level of a rumshop of the cheapest 
and lowest character. 

The Veronese who patronize such public 
houses are without regard for historic or poetic 
associations with the past. All they know is the un- 
romantic drink-sodden associations of the present. 
Battered doors and torn plaster tell the pathetic 
tale. 
Year by year the “Palace of the Capulets” has 
depreciated in value, until now it is worth, approx- 
imately, only $2000. Even this value was covered 
by debt. In consequence, the property, so long the 
principal reason for visits of tourists to Verona, 
has been sold under the Sheriff's hammer. 

As it stands now the romantic has little place 


in the home of Juliet. Some years ago William 


Stevens Perry, in Lippincott’s Magazine, wrote: 

“Juliet’s house stands on the Via St. Sebas- 
tiano, and the sculptured hat, ‘Capello,’ the ancient 
cognizance of the Capulets, seen over the gateway 
of @ poor, second-rate inn, alone marks the house 
where dwelt one of the ‘two households, both alike 
in dignity, whose feud afforded the staple of Shake- 
speare’s tale. 

“Tall houses have covered every foot of Capu- 
let's garden. One could not say, with Juliet: 

“The orchard. walls are tall and hard to climb. 


“For there are now no garden, orchard or

In the midst of such surroundings, Juliet could 
hardly have exclaimed: 


That which we call a rose, 
By any other name would smell as sweet. 


Nor could Romeo, standing in a modern paved 
courtyard, instead of the old-time rose garden that 


was beneath the window of his love, have given 


burst to the poetic ravings of his soul. 


It is difficult, indeed, to imagine that from the 


upper windows of this latter-day rumshop the im- 
passioned balcony scene took place. | 
Romeo says: 


With love's light wings did I 4 these walls, 
For stony limits cannot hold love 

And yet, to-day, those walls have been leveled 
to provide more space for modern buildings that 
oceupy the garden of Juliet. 

A recent visitor to Verona saw over the Capulet 
home the sign, Oeteris delle Capello,“ confessing 
that where the noble of Verond once entertained his 
friends was now a tavern of the rudest sort. 


And, to destroy completely the charm of ro- 


mance, from Juliet’s balcony dangled long lines of 
wet clothes, indicating the habitation of a presale 
washerwoman. 

. How can one imagine a romantic Juliet indulg- 
ing in flights of poetic fancy, inspired by love, from 
the. upper windows of a modern Italian inn with a 
laundry attachment? Could she soulfully say, in- 
spired by present surroundings: 


Sweet, good night. 
This bud of love, by summer's ripening breath, 
May prove a beauteous flower when next we meet. 


Sad as is the fate of Juliet’s home, in equal 


squalor her reputed tomb is found. 


The word “reputed” is used advisedly. No one 
knows where the remains of Juliet lie, but the 
guides and hack drivers of Verona all take the vis- 
itor to one place, and against their decision no offi- 
cial protest is entered. 

It is probable, therefore, that, so fos as tradi- 
tion and history are able to direct, the cab drive s 
are correct. 

The supposed tomb of Juliet is some distance 
from the home of the Capulets, but is amid scenes 
that rival it in squalor. | 

It lies in the partly restored chapel of an aban- 


doned Franciscan monastery, and, despite the rav- 


ages of time and relic hunters, is still somewhat 
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carefully preserved. A rude marble sarcophagus 
marks the spot. 
Shakespeare’s touching tale was developed from 
the story of the novelist Luigi da Porto, and the 
latter’s work is embodied in the chronicles of the 
city. It is told that Romeo and Juliet were buried 
in the Soterraneo of St. Fermo Maggiore, a Fraw- 
eiscan church of the fourteenth century.

Further- 
more, it is a fact that the people of the United States 
have no such thing as a regularly occurring, 
legal, national holiday. There is no law on the 
statute books of the nation recognizing any such 
day. The legislatures of all the States have 
made provision for certain holidays, some of 
them providing for many more 
pendence Day is thus set apart in every State and Ter- 
ritory and in the District of Columbia, which makes it 
practically a national holiday. Nevertheless, it is not 
such technically. 3 

New Year’s Day, Christmas and Thanksgiving Day 
are observed as holidays in all the States. Many of the 
States celebrate by stated holidays events connected 
with their own separate history, as we, for exampk, in 
California ‘celebrate Admission Day. Thus the anni-

The Presidents designation of the last Thursday 
November as Thanksgiving Day makes that day a 
holiday only in the District of Columbia and in 
Territories.

Of course, 
now and then projects are brought before Congress 
which might not be for the good of the country, and 
such projects may sometimes be adopted. It is so with 
every country and every Congress. The executive, how- 


ever, is a safeguard here against much improper legis- 
lation of that nature.” 


‘New Public Works. 


Bern will Cuba do with her $10,000,000 surplus?” 
“That is a matter for Congress to determine,” replied 
the President. “A great deal of it will go into public 
works and the extension of those works which we have 
already begun. We have many plans for the betterment 
of this island, and we expect that our revenues from 
now on will be large enough to enable us to greatly 
improve Cuba. We expect to extend the public roads and 
to build a good road system from one end of the country 
to the other, giving all the rural districts access to the 
cities and ports. This is greatly needed, and will be 
done @s soon as possible. We are improving our har- 
bors, and we also wish to aid the railroads in opening 
up the undeveloped portions of the country. We want 
lines built which will make all parts of Cuba accessible, 
and these lines will be chiefly branch lines to the roads 
now in existence. It may be that we shall ald roads 
of that kind by guaranteeing an interest on the invest- 
ment.”

“What has been the effect of the Cuba Railroad on 
the island?” | 

“That road has done us an incalculable good,” re- 
plied Presidént Palma. “Indeed, now that it is here, 
I do not see how we could have possibly done without 
it. The road has opened up the whole of Eastern Cuba 
and has given us a through line from one end of the 
island to the other. It has further extensions in view, 
and it is already one of the chief arteries of our trade. 
I think that Cuba owes much to Sir William Van Horne 
for building that road.” | 

“Will it be a good investment?”

Clean and Healthy. 


“What is the sanitary condition of the island?“ 

“It is excellent. We have been cleaning up our cities 
and they are today the cleanest of the world. We are 
improving eanitary matters everywhere and have 
greatly bettered the national health. Take this city of 
Havana. In 1890 we had a death rate here of almost 
forty per thousand. Yellow fever then caused 645 deaths 
and smallpox 446. During the American intervention 
the death rate was cut down to twenty-two per thousand, 
and of these only eighteen were due to yellow fever, 
with no smallpox. That was in 1901. In 1903 the mor- 
tality fell to a little more tlian twenty per thousand, 
with no yellow fever. Last year our death rate in Cuba 
was less than fifteen per thomgand; on the other hand 
our birth rate was more than walrty-four per thousand. 
This means we are having twice as many births as 
deaths, so that our natural increase alone will add 
enormously to our population.” 

“How about your immigration?“ 


That is also increasing- The good times are bring- 
ing many Spaniards from the northern part of the pen- 
insula, and we expect them to come in a steady stream 
from now on. These immigrants are very desirable. 
They are thrifty workmen, and will aid much in build- 
ing up the country. Just now there is a big demand 
for laborers on the plantations. We need more people, 


some way or other.” , 
Cuba’s New Schools, 


“What is the government doing along the line of 
education?“ | 

“We have established schools in all the towns and we 
expect to furnish. educational facilities to every part 
of the island. Our people are anxious that their chil- 
dren be educated, and we have little trouble in getting 
the children to school. You must remember, however, 
that during the last years of the Spanish rule public 
instruction here was almost totally neglected. Only 
one-tenth of the children under ten years of age went 
to school and the schools were poor and taught by 
poorly-paid teachers. According to the ceneus taken 
by the American government in 1899 we had about 
300,000 children of school age, and of them only 10,000, 
or about 3 per cent., went to school, and only 1 per cent. 
to the public schools. At present we have more than 
140,000 in the public schools. We have 2000 
such schools and about 3500 school teachers. In the 
past the private schools were far superior to the public 
schools. The public schools are now better equipped 
then the private schools as to apperatus of all kinds, 
and their teachers are more efficient. 4 


“We have now a number of high schools which in- 
clude in their branches business schools, surveying 
schools and agricultural schools. We have also here 
in Havana an excellent university which has faculties 
of leters and sciences, and of medicine, pharmacy and 
the law. There are engineering schools connected with 
the university and also schools of architecture and agri- 
culture. Last year this college had 173 graduates. 
Havana has also a school of arts and trades intended 
to disseminate among the working classes knoweldge 
which will better them in the exercise of their arte and

He there- 
fore establishes administrative schools and tries to in- 
spire in the minds of the people, for future generations, 
the striving for culture, industry and all other spiritual 
beauties which distinguishes Europe. I hope he will 
succeed; for the aspiration of all young Turks is civili- 
zation and organization. I hope the future generation 
will find a free field of action. 


In this twentieth century, when the spirit of men 
will blossom and arise into godlike spiritual heights, 
then my dear country will awake from its deep sleep 
and will take part in the glorious progress of humanity. 

Turkey is a rich and blessed land, but there is nobody 
to develop its treasures. The government is poor, the 
court, with its hundreds of women dressed in gold and 
diamonds, devastates the land. It is not only the harem 
of the Sultan, which be is obliged by command of re- 
ligion to keep, that impoverishes the land, but the hun- 
dreds of pashas (generals) who live in unnatural luxury, 
assist in bringing this miserable condition upon Turkey. 
The best opportunity for_observing the difference be- 
tween master and slave in Turkey is when the pashas 
go to church. The pashas in their carriages or on splen- 
did horses, robed in gold and rich apparel, and the soldiers 
in shabby uniforms, hollow-cheeked and of neglected 
appearance, form a striking contrast. And still they are” 
content. You find no anarchists, no socialists among 
them. They are enemies of civilization. I am speak- 
ing of the old Turks, the young Turks have ideals and 
dreams of progress just the same as any European. 
Once I heard an old hodge (priest) exclaim, with tears 
*in his eyes: “Oh, where is the good old time, when my 
people were honest and true as the light of Allah. 
Those strange djaurs [unbelievers]: brought misfortune 
in our land; they call it civilization, but I call it faise- 
hood, crime and evil. You cannot trust your own 
shadow in this present time. In my boyhood we used to 
tie our doors with a little string, and that was safe; 
but today, for the civilized people, a double key is not 
safe enough!” 

He was right, I assure you. Turkish people, even now, 
never lie, but from a thousand words of Europeans you 
can never tell if ten of them are true. I am not per- 
sonally so stupid any more; for I know very well that 
this prevarication is called politeness. I, too, have 
learned to be polite; to say the opposite from what I 
am thinking. My conscience is, while lying, satisfied 
in being polite. Turkish people are good-natured, merci- 
ful and honest, but lazy; they don't like to spoil their

He sees in every street 
people of different races, Turks, Greeks, Arabs, Gypsies, 
Abysinnians, Persians and people from many other na- 
tions, each in his native costume, selling fruits, shoes, 
porcelain and all the other necessities of life. It is a 
picturesque scene and no power in the world can quench 
the longing in my heart for that sight once more. 
The surroundings of that country are the most beau- 
tiful in the world. I have traveled in Buropean coun- 
tries, but I think no other place can show so many

' ARE WE EDUCATING THE FILIPINOS? 


It was only the other day that a newspaper correspond- 


ent described the attempt of our War Department to 
introduce a system of public instruction in the Philip- 
pines as a gigantic farce. Do the facts warrant the 
epithet? 


The educational system is crowned with three ad- 
vanced institutions in Manila, to wit, a normal school, 
a school of arts and trades, and a nautica] school. The 
purpose of the first-nemed seminary, as the name im- 
‘plies, is to train native teachers; there are already no 
fewer than 600 boys and girls undergoing such prepa- 
ration. In the school of arts and trades, our authority, 
Willard French, who had been assured that the Filipinos 
were too lazy and ehiftiess to be taught useful callings 
which required any power of concentration, found scores 
of boys sweating in the metal and woodworking depart- 
ments, at machine practice, or at plumbing, carpenter- 
ing, and steam and electric engineering; or delving in 
architecture, stenography, typewriting and telegraphy. 
He observed that not a few of the youths were able to 
do things and make things like experts. In the third 
of the higher-grade schools, the nautical—which has a 
great part to play, inasmuch as the coast line of the 
islands is actually longer than the coast line of the 
United States—the visitor encountered students from 
twenty-two different provinces, a conclusive proof of 
the extent to which the opportunities presented by the 
insitution were appreciated. If the significance of al! 
the facts here outlined be fairly weighed it will be con- 
ceded, we imagine, that not farcical, but remarkable, 
progress has been made in the gigantic task of trans- 
planting into the Philippines the complex and elaborate 
school system of the United States.—[Harper’s Weekly.

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To Fight White Plague. 
FRATERNAL ORGANIZATIONS Es- 


TABLISHING BIG SANATORIUM - 
From a Special Correspondent. 

AS VEGAS (N. Mu.) July 3.—Amierica’s greatest 
battle against the great white plague will be waged 
within sight of this city. The fraternal bodies of 
the republic, welded with churches, clubs and municipali- 
ties into one great humanitarian organization will, 
within a few weeks, open a million-dollar sanatorium 
for consumptive sufferers that will be without a peer in 
the world. Here in the heart of the region which in all 
the world is best adapted to the relief of lung troubles 
a quickly-recruited army of 3000 sufferers from pulmo- 
nary affections will start to work out their own salvation 
along new lines which it is expected will constitute the 
path for countless thousands that will follow after. 

‘The public has beard little regarding this ambitious 
project. But the fact that it has been taken unawares 
does not mean that there has not been thorough study 
and investigation and preparation back of the big un- 
dertaking. On the contrary no life-saving crusade was 
ever worked out more carefully, step by step. For a 
long time past the darkening cloud of the consumptive 
plague which has been threatening the nation has ap- 


peared especially menacing to the great fraternal insur- 


‘ance orders. Of late years 40 per cent. of the applicants 


for admission have been turned away because of light 
weight or the taint of the plague. Yet of the $62,000,000 
annually paid out for insurance, more than $10,000,000 
is for deaths from tuberculosis alone. In other words, 
despite all precautions, 16 per cent. of the members are 
dying from this terrible disease. 


In an effort to stem the tide of destruction committees 
from the big fraternal organizations have taken steps for 
the establishment of the “Fraternal City” as the new 
sanatorium will be known. Churches, clubs and munici- 
palities are being invited to share the benefits of the 
unique institution. Any organization may send its suf- 
fering dependents to this haven of refuge by merely pay- 


ing the cost of transportation and maintenance. The 


novel community is distinctly not a money-making in- 
etitution. Indeed, the idea is that when farming ad- 
vantages have been secured, the institution will be in 
some degree self-sustaining. 


There will be several gateways of admission to the Fra- 
ternal City. Wealthy individuals who have donated 
lump sums will each have the privilege of sending pa- 
tients irrespective of their relations with fraternities and 
churches. At the outset, however, the greater portion of 
the patients will come as the guests of the fraternal] or- 
ders which have contributed to the general fund. Each 
order selects stricken men and women from its mem- 
bership to the extent of its quota, and such individuals 
are under no personal expense at the sanatorium, the 
cost of maintengnce in each case being charged against 
the organization which sends the patient. If only the 
insurance fraternal orders become parties to the plan to 
tax each member 12 cents a year for the maintenance of 
the sanatorium, the income will be nearly $600,000 a 
year, and from 1500 to 3000 persons can be cared for free, 
whereas if other fraternal societies and churches co 


| operate to any great extent, as is now. indicated, the 
magnitude of the work will be immensely broadened. 


The selection of a site for the warfare against con- 
sumption was made after a most exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the effects of climatic conditions upon the dread 
disease. Of late years experts throughout the world 
have come to the conclusion that the Southwest—New 
Mexico and Arizona—constitutes preéminently the ideal 
refuge for the consumptive, and thus it was a foregone 
conclusion that some locality in this region of sunshine 
and dry, invigorating air would be chosen. After the ex- 
ecutive committees of the leading fraternal organizations 
of the United States had agreed, in their supreme lodges, 
to support the fraternal sanatorium idea, sixteen differ- 
ent towne in the Southwest were proposed as possible 
sites. Physicians comprising a committee that served as 
a board of managers visited each locality in turn, and in 
the end choice fell on Las Vegas, which, standing on 
treeless meadows, underlaid by blue limestone and red 
and white sandstone and watered by the Turkey River, 
presents the precise conditions most suitable. 2 


It was, however, the Santa Fé Railroad which made it 
possible for the Fraternal City to come into existence on 
the pretentious scale which it will assume from the out- 
set. For many years past the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe system, which is the only railroad traversing 
this remarkable region, has owned the Las Vegas Hot 
Springs, situated about six miles from the city of Las 
Vegas. When Las Vegas was chosen as a battleground

ideal sanatorium, and they generously donated the en- 
tire property, comprising cotteges, power and bath- 
houses and a monster modern hotel valued at $1,000,000, 
which gives the invading army of consumptives a com- 
fortable home ready to hand. In addition to the gift 
above mentioned there was a donation of 10,000 acres of 
land, so that the Fraternal City has space enough to 
offer a rendezvous for all the sufferers in the Union 
should they come. 


Las Vegas Hot Springs, the site of the sanatorium, 
takes its name from a group of springs some forty in 
number which vary in temperature from almost ice-cold 
to boiling hot, examples of each extreme being found 
within a few feet of each other. The waters are alka- 
line-saline, and their wonderful curative powers were 
known to the Indians and to Uncle Sam's frontiersmen. 
Half a century ago a United States army hospital was 
located here. Altitude is a prime requisite, and the Las 
Vegas springs meet this requirement admirably, being 
located among the foothills on the edge of the forest at 
an altitude of about 7000 feet. 


In view of the fact that this marvelous region has 340 
cloudiess days in the year and that 80 per cent. of the pa- 
tients who reach New Mexico on their feet are perma- 
nently cured of tuberculosis, it is not too much to expect 
that the Fraternal City will speedily become the chief 
national fortress against the spread of the great white 
plague. The formal dedication of the Fraternal City will 
take place about October 1. As has been explained, 
most of the buildings, including a hospital and admin- 
Ystration buildings are already in existence. The others

end he was not certain. In such cases the raven will 
fly leisurely, adapting its gait to that of a man and 
cawing querulous replies to the words he may fling at it. 
Far out among the lava buttes, often miles from water 
or any apparent food supply, a pair of these birds will 
nest, rearing five or six young in a rude home hung 
up in some crevice or on a narrow 
butte’s face. 


Hawks are also surprisingly common 
and one involuntarily wonders on what they | 
he has watched them catching rats and 
spring evening. Toward.the end of day the edges 
the mesquite thickets in the lower parts of the desert 
simply swarm with all the rodents known to inhabit 
the wide plain; during the middle of the day the same 
bit of country is supplied with lizards of all sizes from 
the two-foot chukawallahs to the three-inch “swifts,” 
and on these the hawks live right merrily. During my 
stay of three winter months on one of my trips into 
the desert, I saw four different species of hawks all 
hunting about one “dry lake” in the evening. These 
were Swainson’s hawk, the western red-tailed hawk, 


the ferruginous rough-leg and the rare prairie falcon 


(all of which I have previously described in my series 
of articles on the birds of Southern California which 
appeared in The Times of three years back.) In the 
clear air of the desert sky these birds present a beautiful 
appearance as they wheel and dip in pursuit of their 
prey. They, too, nest on ledges of high cliffs, not, 
probably, through fear of anyone bothering them, but 
because the trees of this section are so low and their 
branches so weak as to afford no suitable nesting sites.

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I do not suppose that many of them nest on the desert, 
or even stay there througn the nesiing season, but they 
are there in numbers at the time of their travels. I 
saw mallards, gadwall, teal, pintail and redheads (pos- 
sibly canvasbacks,) feeding in the same little lake in 
the heart of the Mojave Desert, to say nothing of small, 
scattering bands seen.at other pools. Coots, our com- 
mon “mudhens,” are found at every spring where any 


| quantity of water has gathered into a little lake, as is 


common with most desert springs, while wisps of snipe 
drop down around these pools every evening during the 
season of their migration. 3 

Owls are plentiful; in fact, I do not think I was ever 
in a section of country where there were so many owls 
calling all night through as on the Mojave Desert. There 
is a spring on the road from Randsburg to Manvel that 
is called “Owl Holes,” because there are so many owls 
in the caves back of the spring. They formerly nested 
there, but of late years travel has become so heavy 
along the road that they have moved further back into 
the hills, not 80 far, however, but that their ringing 
cries wake the echoes of the silent hills each night. 
Their living must come much easier to them than that 
of the hawks, for all the mice and many of the rabitits 
and rats prefer to feed by night, especially when the 
cays are so warm as they usually are in this region. | 

In all my several long trips on and across the desert 
I did not see a mocking bird until I arrived at Harsha 
White’s place on the Nye county desert of Southern 
Nevada. Here there were several, and I well remem- 
ber how sweet their song sounded as, just at sunst, we 
rounded the last of a long range of sandhills and saw 
the fair, green valley smiling beneath. Some men there 
are, at least so I learn from the daily prints, that would 
banish the mocking bird because, forsooth, he sings at 
night, and, I suppose, disturbs their slumbers. His is 
the cavatina of the choir invisible in Southern Call- 
fornia, and he sings it wonderfully, beautifully, as 
Burns or Keats or Byron would have had him sing it— 
in tune with the sweeping winds and tumbling waters 
and laughing skies of the land he loves.

Duilt, all heavy materials came by the way 
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of Cape Horn. There was no railroad iron to be had, 
and it would take many months to get a supply by ship 
from New York. In the meantime, the traffic was in- 
creasing every day. The difficulty was overcome tem- 
porarily by building a track with oak rails over which 
was laid a thin covering of strap iron. And it was for 
service on this track that the Pony was built. 


The Pony was found to be the very thing needed. The 
engine was not too heavy the rails, and was so small 
that she took the curves without difficulty: and she 
could make the seven miles in an hour, which was not 
at all bad. The first run was made on May 10, 1862, 
and for two years the faithful Pony ran up and down 
with her load of passengers and freight. By the end 
of this period the iron rails from the East had arrived 
and been put in place, and a new engine, bigger and 
stronger, took the place of the Pony on the fine, new 
tracks, which extended for twelve miles on the Wash- 
ington shore, without a curve which the Pony would 
have considered worthy of the name. The Pony, being 
now of no use, was sold to David Hewes of San Fran- 
cisco for $1000, and entered upon a prosaic existence, 
hauling sand to fill up San Francisco bay. 


The circumstance of the engine falling into the hands 


of David Hewes is doubtless responsible for its being 


exhibited at the Lewis and Clark Exposition. Hewes 
was a forty-niner, who lost his all in the fire which 
swept the future capital of California in November, 
1852, and was flooded out the following month after re- 
building his burned buildings. He then went to San 
Francisco, began grading work with a wheelbarrow, a 


shovel and a Chinaman, and by 1862 had prospered 


sufficiently to enable him to purchase the Pony, whieh 
was admirably adapted to his needs. A year or two 
later, Henry E. Dosch, then a boy, now director of ex- 
hibits at the Lewis and ‘Clark Exposition, was hired by 
Mr. Hewes to count the loads of sand which the Pony 
dumped into San Francisco bay. 


In 1872 the Pony was retired from active service. 
Hewes had it stored, and until 1889 Oregon's first loco-

It was from a description of the Glamis 
which is over twenty-one feet high, and handsomely 
earved, that Mr. Hamilton drew the plans for the dial 
which now stands in Druid Hill Park. Never having 
seen even a photograph of the Glamis dial, Mr. Hamilton 
had only verbal descriptions to work upon and he con- 
cluded that the many faces of the Glamis dial must 
speak the time at various points. Not so. The Glamis 
dial tells only Scotland time. Thus Mr. Hamilton’s 
work is not a copy in any sense, but is original with 
him. 

In an article in an old edition of the Bncyclopedia 
Britannica Mr. Hamilton found the formula upon which 
he worked, as follows: 

“If a horizontal dial were transferred from the place 
for which it was made to any other place on the earth's 
surface, and fixed there in a position parallel to its 
original position, that is, with its plane parallel to the 
horizon of the place for which it was made its as 
before pointing to the pole of the heavens, there its 


new position it will indicate the hour of the day at its 


original position, precisely as it did before it was 
removed.” 

It was in 1875 that Mr. Hamilton constructed his 
unique dial of sandstone. It stood in his yard for a 


number of years. In 1892 he presented it to the city 


of Baltimore. It was first placed in one of the smaller 


parks, and afterward removed to Druid Hill Park near 


the Butaw Place entrance. As time had begun to wear 
away some of the inscriptions, the Park Commission 


recently spent-$500 to cover the surface with bronze plates 
and engrave them. This has been done under Mr. Ham- 
ilton’s supervision, and the dial now bids fair to stand 
for centuries, a picturesque monument to its maker.

Under False Colors. 


GENTLEMAN who is foremost in the promotion of 

the citrus fruit industry, and not behind in any of 
the works for the advancement of Southern California 
writes as follows: “In your field notes in The Times 
of the 25th inst., in commenting on J. H. Reed’s work in 
the interest of the citrus fruit industry you say it is 
difficult to imagine better fruit than was placed at New 


Orleans in 1883. It is perhaps a mistake to dispel your 
illusion as to the variety of orange that took the gold 


medal at that exhibition, but the fact is it was an Aus- 
tralian navel. Of course this is not generally known, 
and I do not write this for publication, or for the pur- 
pose of opening up a discussion, but I was assured by 
one of the men who had the exhibition in charge that 
what I state is a fact. The gentleman is now. a resident 
of Los Angeles, was at that time a prominent and trusted 
chigen of Riverside and one of the earliest and foremost 
growers of citrus fruits in Southern California.” 

I can assure my good friend, the writer; that I print 
bis letter with the promise that he shall not be drawn 
into any controversy because he volunteers to throw a 
little light upon this matter, even if it should shadow 
the golden luminary (golden principally in color) that 
has been accredited for twenty-two years with capturing 
the medal from Florida—and Louisiana. Coming from 
an ordinary source I should not give much credence to 
this story, but I do not dare to doubt it with the verifica- 
tion offered. However, while in our negative frame of 
mind we shall not cease to wonder what dispelled all the 
virtues passed by the Australian navel since it shined 


with such splendor at New Orleans. Neither can one 


forget the remarkable impression of a first sight of the 
Riverside Washington navel on the trees in the early 
eighties. With a bloom never before seen on an orange, 
a quality never before equalled and beauty all ite own 
which it still holds in almost equal degree, I will add 
that my boyhood home was on the Illinois bluffs of the

tion. There is not a man of my acquaintance who is 
more capable of maintaining a point than the writer 
from which the above quotation is taken. 


New Fruit Ordinance. 

HE City Council of Los Angeles a few days ago passed 

an ordinance of unusual interest to fruit and vegetable 
growers who find a market for their produce in the me- 
tropolis. The first clause makes it unlawful to sell or 
give away lettuce, celery, strawberries, tomatoes, rad- 
ishes or onions that have been irrigated with sewage, or 
any vegetable or fruit infected with scale or other in- 
sect injurious to trees, plants or vines, or that is de- 
cayed or frost-bitten or in any way unfit for food. No 
small fruits shall be sold or given away if packed in any 
box or basket that has once previously contained der- 
ries or soft fruits. The ordinance makes all fruits and 
vegetables subject to the Inspection of the Health Officer 
or his deputies, and gives them power to arrest any per- 
son offering the above classes and conditions of pro- 
duce for sale. The officer or his deputies shall cre- 
mate all articles referred to in this ordinance. There 
is a provision exempting fruits from cremation if dis- 
posed of in some way not to be used as food. This, for 
example will allow apples unfit for food to be used in the 
manufacture of vinegar. The penalty for violation of 
this enactment is a fine not to exceed $100, or imprison- 
ment not to exceed fifty days, or both. 


The Poor Man's Bank. : 
EFERENCE has been made several times to the an-

last February that the government could not receive any 
more orders for the nitrogen cultures till further notice. 
Inquirers are still coming to this office asking if the de- 
partment at Washington is still supplying the cultures. 
The government yeast cake“ can be procured from 
seedsmen in Los Angeles, l. e., made in accordance with 
the recipe formulated by Dr. Moore at Washington City. 
Much of this material, manufactured by a Pennsylvania 
firm is on trial this season, in one case over a hundred 
acres of Lima beans having been inoculated. Without 
full reports no one can determine the value of the cul- 
tures offered, but Dr. Moore writes that the material is 
put up from the correct formula. As the cost of a trial 
is not large, ft would pay to try the cultures offered here, 
for it may do many months before the Department of 
Agriculture cag, catch up with the orders booked last 
winter.

OME time ago a correspondent in Mexico wrote 
following query to The Times. Diligent inquiry fails 
to throw any light upon the identity of the plant in ques- 
tion under the name given. As it seems of commercial 
value, I would be pleased to have someone identify the 
plant, and, if possible send specimens for examination. 
The following is the letter: 
1 heard a great deal of ‘guayule’ when I was in the 
City of Mexico, and although I visited the Botanical 
Bureau in that city, I could obtain no particulars of this 
shrub, nor could I see a specimen of the plant. I heard 


that the plant was to be found in abundance in the neigh- 


borhood of San Luis Potosi, and I wrote to the British 
Vice-Consul at that point, asking him for particulars. 
This gentleman referred me to a German firm who wrote 


‘to me saying that they were buyers of ‘guayule,’ but gave 


no description of the plant, nor have I up to the present 
been able to obtain same. My impression is that guayule 
is nothing but our old friend. ‘greasewood,’ and although 
greasewood and ite confreres grow in abundance on your 
desert lands, I doubt very much whether much is to be 
found anywhere else on the peninsula; but I am not posi- 
tively certain that guayule means greasewood. The word 
is not to be found in a dictionary of any description 
which I have studied, but you have means at your com- 
mand for research, which are not open to me, and pos- 
sibly you may find something about it in botanical 
books.”

Twenty-five years ago a series of experiments to 
determine seed vitality were undertaken and the results 
are just made public. Samples containing fifty seeds 
each, of twenty-two different kinds of plants, were mixed 
with moderately moist soll taken from three feet below 
the surface of the ground, placed in bottles and buried 
with the mouth uncorked and slanting downward in a 
sandy knoll. At the expiration of five-year intervals 
the bottles were unearthed and a germination test made 
of each, of the varieties. Bight out of twenty-two kinds 
had lost their vitality at the first trial but of the remain- 
ing fourteen -varieties, ten germinated even after twenty- 
five years. Whether these seeds will still possess life at 
the end of another twenty-five years is questionable, but 
well within the probabilities —([Agricultural Epftomiet.

If your stock is infested, better not 
propagate from it, for it is almost impossible to get it 
clean again. You see the big fat fellows working way 
down the stem wound up in their wooly coats, you fancy 
the tips are all right, and accordingly you put them in 
after having looked them over, and satisfied yourself that 
they were clean. In a little while, however, as if by 
spontaneous generation your old enemy reappears, and 
for the next five or six months every spare minute, and 
sometimes when you cannot well spare the minutes, your 
valuable time will have to be given up to bug chasing. 
Clean cuttings can easily be secured at the present time, 
and now is the time to get them. . 


Broom Corn. 


HE production of first-class, marketable broom corn 

has not received the attention in this country which 
it deserves. The demand for the product is a steady one, 
and the average price makes it more than remunerative. 
Some failures bave resulted in the past in attempts to 
grow this particular variety of corn, through a lack of 
understanding of what was wanted and what to do 9 
achieve that result. Climate and soil are the leading 
factors that determine if broom corn can be profitably 
grown in a locality. A sandy eoil upon which good com- 
mon corn will grow readily gives the best results. There 
should be from two to three months of good growing 
weather. The climatic conditions to de found in the 
Mississippi Valley, especially in lower Illinois, are as good 
as any. The broom should be cut during dry weather, 
as rain at this time produces red straw. Good seed, of 
course, is a prime requisite. Two quarts of seed will 
plant an acre. Of the two general varieties, the standard 
yields a brush used for making carpet, warehouse and 
stable brooms. The dwarf broom is much better than 
the standard for making small hearth brooms, whisk 
brooms, etc. It brings the higher price, as a rule. For 
common brush the average price per ton is $50, while for 
the final dwarf varieties $100 a ton is paid. In [Illinois

The important question is how did Henry get his 
name Miner? If we spell it Minor, the spelling of cen- 
turies ago, shall we reply with the wag who says, “Why, 
of course, he got it from Major, his father.” 

It is not easy to get at the origin of the name, par- 
ticularly if we take the old orthography, Minor. Miner 
is more easily accounted for—one who works in 
mines. Could any problem be more

John married Joselina 
O’Bryam, and their posterity have filled honored posi- 
tions in Ireland to the present day. William, one of 
the ten sons of William, was interred in the priests’ 
chancel—to quote from an ancient document—at Chew- 
Mayna, Somerset county, in 1585.

Charles, journalist. was born in Norwich, Ct., in 1780. 
He removed to the Wyoming Valley, and established 
the Luzerne Federalist. Under the nom de plume, John 
Harwood, he wrote humorous sketches, which were 
widely copied. When Congressman, he drew up the 
first resolution on the culture of silk. It was mainly 
through his efforts that the silk-growing industry was 
introduced into the United States. 


One of the Boston publishing houses was (e by 
Alonzo Ames Miner. | 
The philanthropist of the family was Myrtilla Miner, 
born in New York, in 1815. She founded a school for the 
colored race. Mrs. Stowe contributed $1000-—proceeds 
from her sale of “Uncle Tom's Cabin“ —to the work. 
The arms reproduced, that of Thomas the Pilgrim, 
was granted in 1606. It is gules, a fesse argent, between 
three plates. Crest, a mailed hand, holding a battleax, 
armed at both ends, proper.

Burke also gives this as the 
motto of the Mynords and Baskerville-Mynors; but the 
arms differ slightly. In regard to the symbolism a fesse 
is a military belt, or girdle of honor. Plates, or white 
roundels, denote generosity. The hand is a pledge of 
faith, sincerity and justice. The battle ax indicates a 
Crusader. ancestor. As to the colors, gules means mifl- 
itary fortitude, and argent peace and sincerity, 
Different crests are given by Burke for branches of 
the family in London, Hertfordshire and Staffordshire. 
One is a cubit arm, in the hand; a lion's or leg 
erased, sable; the other, a wolf's head, , sable, 
devouring a sinister hand. The wolf is an old and most 
uncommon heraldic symbol. It signifies a valiant cap- 
tain, who, in the end, after a long siege and hard fight, 
gains his ends. It was an old Roman and also Hgyptian 
emblem. Lycopolis derives its name from the venera- 
tion in which the wolf was held. The bearer of the wolf 
crest can go even further back—to the ark itself—for 


Miner arms have been 
impaled with those of many eminent families, to say 
nothing of the heraldic insignia of Bthelred, King of 
England, who can be claimed as ancestor by one branch 
of the Miner family.

Millions have visited the great falls, have gaped in 
wonderment at the leaping rapids, have looked with awe 
at that sullen whirlpool, have ridden the same “maid of 
the mist,” descended the same “inclined way,” engaged 
the same hack drivers to “show them what was to be 
seen,“ in fact dave done all those things which others 
have done before them, and have left undone all those 
things which others have left undone also. : 

Will the tourist ever learn to see! By some strange 
fatality, these travelers who start out so boldly to see 
the world, immediately turn their eyes homeward as 
soon as the train starts off with them. I met a “New 
Yorker” in Paris who actually could hot see Paris, be- 
cause his mental vision was always looking for an up- 
to-date fire engine dashing down Broadway; and ever 
s0 many people in the Adirondacks who were dis- 
appointed because they could not walk into a Brooklyn 
ice cream parlor in the cathedraled woods. : 


This same state of affairs may be met with, every day, 
in our Southern California. The Ohio man looks at this 
semi-tropical country through a hazy mist of Ohio farms, 
the Maine man through a retina pictured with Maine 
woods, the Vermonter through a vision blurred with ma- 
ple-sugar trees and snow. Yes, I really met a tourist 
from Vermont in Redlands, last winter, who could barely 
see the flowers, palms, and everlasting sunshine of that 
glorious spot, because her eyes were eo thickly obscured 
with visions of blinding snowstorms and maple sugar 
trees. Ah, my tourist friend, forget, for a while at least, 
that you ever lived East. Put a new film into your eyes, 
don’t use the old one already covered with so many ex- 
posures of your home town. Loaf around the orange 
groves, tramp up the cafions, tramp to the missions, con- 

verse with the natives, or with those who have long lived 

here, converse with the ranch hands, with the bee men, 
with the Mexicans, if they will condescend to converse 
with you; look at the palms, at snow-tipped moun- 
tains, at the wondrous blue Pacific; and take my word 
for it, you will return home vowing that such a land of 
roses and sunshine you never even dreamed of. 


It was this intention of seeing things that led my 
friend and myself, when visiting Niagara, to seek quar- 
ters in some out-of-the-way place on the Canadian side. 
We took our meals in a little restaurant, where railroad

stepped to à still more slippery landing; a dead branch 
overhanging the cliff’s face furnished us help in reach- 
ing the next foothold, and after doubling ourselves up 
like jack-knives to make the one below this, we half 
threw ourselves to the next, where we clutched a tight 
hold on the fastened guy wire. With a firm grip on this 
support; and almost hanging from it, for it was near to 
the perpendicular, we backslided down a series of jagged 
rocks, all green and shiny from the constant oozing of a 
spring just above, and were heartily glad when our arms 
clasped around the sturdy tree at the wire’s lower fast- 
ening. Should a misstep be made in this short reach, or 
the wire break, one would dash headlong down the ra- 
wine for a considerable distance. 
- My! how much more glorious such a descent to the 
rapids though, than going down by way of the in- 
clined railway. This was experiencing the thrill of the 
primevals. As we slowly dropped to the bottom, now 
clambering over a rotten trunk, now struggling through 
a jungle of fallen boughs, now sitting suddenly, as feet 
slipped from under us, on shaly rock, our enthusiasm 
passed all bounds. How fine it is to let the old savage 
out in one, to release this finer nature from the bands of 
city life! What do we care for bumps and bruises, un- 
der such circumstances; the sting of a scratching thorn 
‘but lashes on the animal in us. 
Now we are shoulder to shoulder with the raging 
waters, the spray flies in our faces, the symphony of that 
eternal roar fills our ears. “I am the wild,” it cries, “the 
wild, the wild.” “Watch me leap,” it says to the nature 
lover, “watch me plunge!” and as the jeweled drops are 
flung to his lips from the crests of those tossing manes, 
his eyes fill with tears, his finger nails dig deeply into 
his palms. “My leve, my wild love!” he shouts back to 
the uproarious din, “Nature! I will follow you so long as 
I shall be.“ ‘ 
Well, we had found a way to walk by the edge of 


rapids, and a glorious way it wes. Climbing from one 


great boulder to another, we slowly made our way along. 
as if we knew not what exhaustion meant. No hotels 
were in sight to shock us from this point; not a house, 
not a painted eign, even; nothing but wild disorder of 
rocks and tangled trees, past which the current spun with 
splendid force. Soon we reached a rocky ledge project- 
ing far out into the river, and creeping to its very edge, 
‘were greeted by a magnificent sweep of water apparently 


booming right down upon us. The immensity of the 


oncoming flood from this rocky table is indescribably 
grand, yet the tourist never reaches this place; indeed, 
we only succeeded in reaching it once ourselves, for the 
rising waters curved over it with irresistible force, dur- 
ing the rest of ‘our stay at Niagara. Continuing the 
expedition, we swung around by a chaos of fallen boul- 


ders, and there, sure enough, almost slid down on top of 


a hunter and his dog. 

As one watches the Dantesque circlings of that seeth- 
ing whirlpool—which now loomed before us in all its 
splendid awfulness—it does not seem possible that any 
living thing would dare to venture even into it outer- 
most confines. Not that the waters lapping the shore 
swirl so rapidly by, but one instinctively feels as if in- 
visible Death were riding astride those giant curves: 
aye, one can almost feel the touch of his clammy fingers 
as the cooling mists eweep by. It is on the banks here, 


‘however, that the nimrods of the country roundabout 


‘stealthily hunt for duck, and lie during the dark hours 
of night, waiting for dawn. Sometimes these hardy ad- 


venturers in their eagerness for sport actually trip into | 


the edge of the dangerous rapids, when, you may de- 
pend upon it, they lose no time in scrambling out. When 
a bird has been brought down, the hunter sends the dog 


into the whirlpool after it, if the distance be not too far. 


and the dog joyfully goes. : 

What demon is it, though, that hovers about Niagara. 
inviting men to destruction, that lures them on to court 
death, that tempts them to try how near they can ap- 
proach the dreaded being without being actually cap- 
tured? Some daring spirits for instance, row out in a 
little flat boat, in the comparatively quiet waters below 
the falls—at night, mind you!—and engage in fishing at 
a point perilously near to the rapids. Indeed, a few 
false strokes of the oars at this place would sweep all 
into eternity. It was this same witchery, I presume, 
which compelled me to walk to the far end of a tempo- 
rary wooden staging, which projected out about ten feet 


over the top of the dreadful chasm on the Canadian side, 


and within a short distance of the rushing waters as 
they plunged over the great Horse Shoe Falls. I did not 
wish to go out especially, but somehow I could not resist 
the temptation. The staging was perfectly safe, and 
built there for the workmen engaged in putting in an 
immense’ power plant, but then the iron girder project- 
ing from the top of the latest ekyscraper is perfectly 
safe, too! However, when I got out there, I beheld the 


nearest resemblance to the Inferno it would be possible 


to conceive of. The downward sweep of Lake Erie, as 
she plunges over the Horse Shoe Falls, is simply over- 
whelming when viewed from the position I was lucky 
enough to be in that day. 5 | 

Is it this same hypnotic influence I have referred to 
which causes so many birds to go over the Falls? I was 
assured by close observers that hundreds of wild ducks 
are swept over them every year. It appears that the 
birds get caught in the upper rapids, and that they are 
incapable of rising from rough water, so that under such 
circumstances they are nearly as helpless as human be- 
ings would be. There is reason to suspect that some of 
these go through the experience and live, for quite a few 
maimed ducks may be seen swimming in the still waters 
delow the Falls. One morning I watched three or four 
of these crippled birds huddled together on a cake of 
ice which was slowly gliding towards the rapids. As the 
frozen raft rocked gently along, they remained perfectly 
quiet, but as soon as the motion increased on nearing 
the leaping waves, the feathered castaways became 
greatly excited, and waddled about in wild confusion. 
Strangely enough, they made no attempt even to leave 
their slippery craft, but went down with her into the. 
frightful turmoil, where of eourse it was impossible to 
follow them farther. | ! 

However, the most astonishing news I gathered about 
the whirlpool, was the fact that the boys of the neigh- 
borhood go swimming in it! Police and parents are un- 
able to prevent them, and numerous half-nude scrambles 
up steep banks to escape the wrathful pursuit of both 
powers fail to discourage the reckless youngsters. They 
defy death and the law at every opportunity that offers, 
and while generally managing to escape the latter, have 
thus far always succeeded in outwitting the former. On 
a stony beach at the far end of the dread circle and at a 
point known exactly to the boys, the Huckleberry Finns 
and Tom Sawyers of those parts throw themselves into a 
current which carries them away from shore, then par- 
allel to it for some distance, and finally, where the 
waters sweep in shoreward again, the ewimmers emerge 
from the whirlpool! While in the water the boys are 
entirely at the mercy of the current; and should this 
change in the least, would be surely lost. 

According to the version most of the lads gave me, 
they do not have even the assistance of a merciful cur- 
rent; for, to quote one of them, “We swim out in the cur- 
rent until it gets opposite that rock”—poifiting to a 
boulder about 200 yards distant—“ then we give a lurch 
sideways into another current which takes us to shore.” 
Concluding, the boy added seriously, as if thoroughly 
aware of the danger involved: “Gee! if we stayed with 
that first current, we'd be carried out into the whirlpool, 
sure!” 

When a boy makes the trip for the first time, he usu- 
ally swims with à light rope tied about his body, the 
loose end of which is held by a boy walking parallel to 
the swimmer on shore. However, you don't catch the 


sun-tanned adventurer depending on any such tender- 


foot accompaniment, as soon as he has learned the ways 
of the Whirlpool?

My phone just rang while I am writing this article 
for the school children and a juvenile voice asked me 
what sort of a bird she had found in the garden, with 
a dull red breast, black striped head, and when it flew 
its wings underneath were yellow.

very beautiful summer bird now nesting within a few 
feet of my door. It is the black-headed grosbeak. The 


male is a sweet singer, the note reminding you of a 


robin’s song. The male is mostly black, its collar and

changing to yellow, white bars crossing the wings. 
The mate is less beautifully marked but looks so much 
like the male that you will take her for his wife at first 
sight. Their nest is a structure of dry dark sticks or 
fine dead twigs, always one kind of material in the 
same nest. It is so loose that one may look up through 
it from beneath and count the eggs and young. 
placed in the crotch of a tree usually six feet more or 
less from the ground. The average number of eggs is 
three. I give you a typical grosbeak’s nest in the picture. 
The juvenile birds when just out are very noisy if 
caught. One will scream as loudly as a child, and may 
be heard two blocks. The young bird in my hand clings 
ferociously to my finger, and even nips at the flat palm 
so that I carry it about dangling from my hand.

Each female lays during that time two to 
four deposits, the number differing with individuals and 
with years. The process of egg deposition is interest- 
ing. A female comes out of the water and wanders 
about a little on the banks of the pond in search of 
a suitable locality in which to deposit eggs. Having 
finally chosen a spot, with her head directed up the bank, 
she firmly implants her outstretched fore feet on the 
earth, and during the whole operation never moves 
these. The process of egg deposition, which takes alto- 
gether about twenty minutes, may be divided into three 
portions, occupying about the same length of time; 


y, digging a hole, dropping the eggs in it, and clos- 
| ing the hole. The digging of the hole is done entirely 


with the hind legs. Each with its nails outstretched, is 
moved firmly from side to side, accompanying the motion 
of the légs. The force put in the lateral pressure of the 
feet is so strong that the earth that has been dug out is 
sometimes fhrown off to a distance of ten feet or more, 
although the largest part of it is heaped up around the 
hole. Digging seems to be continued as long as there 
is any earth within the reach of the legs to be brought 
up. 

The result is a squarish hole, with the angles rounded 
off, and, although the size differs with the size of the fe- 
male, it is generally about or 
at the entrance, with the width and d 
four inches or more. When digging ie finished, eggs are 
dropped into the hole. The eggs are heaped up without 
order; but, there being no chalzae, the yolk is able to ro- 
tate in any direction, and the blastoderm, having the 
least specific gravity, always occupies the highest spot 
of the yolk in whatever position the egg may happen to 
be dropped. The eggs are generally spherical in shape, 
although more or less oblate. Their diameter is in the 
neighborhood of 20 millimeters, the largest being as large 
as 24 millimeters, the others smaller, according to the 
size of the females. The number of eggs in one deposit 
varies from 17 or 18 up to 28 or more, the smaller indi- 
viduals producing the smaller number. 


When all the eggs have been deposited, the turtle’s 
legs are again put in requisition, this time to fill up the 
hole, which is done by alternate motions, as before. The 
earth about the hole ie used first, but search is made for 
more loose earth for a little distance, as far around as 
the legs can reach with a slight motion of the body 
either to the right or left, without moving the front legs. 
Toward the end of the process, the loose earth is tram- 
pled down. When the hole is well filled up to the level 
of the ground, the turtle turns around and goes immedi- 
ately down into the water, not casting even a single 
backward glance. The traces of a spot where a snap- 
ping turtle has laid eggs are the two marks made by the 
forepaws, holding onto the earth during the whole oper- 
ation, and a-disturbed place some distance back of the 
line of the forepaws, where the hole has been made. 
The three marks show the angles of a triangle. In Hat- 
tori’s farm a person goes around the parent’s pond once 
a day or so, and covers up with wire baskets all the 
new deposits made since the last visit, each basket 
marked with the date. This covering serves a twofold 
purpose—the obvious one of marking the place, and, in

Hatching Eggs and Caring for Young. 

The hatching of the eggs takes, on an average, sixty 
days. The time may be considerably shortened or 
lengthened, according to whether the summer is hot and 
the sun pours down its strong rays day after day, or 
whether there is much rain and the heat not great. It 
may become less than forty days or more than eighty 
days. By the time the last deposits of eggs are made in 
the middle of August, the early ones, which were laid in 
May or June, are ready to haich; and inasmuch as if 
small tortoises that have just emerged from the eggs are 


allowed to get into the parent's pond, they are devoured 


by their unnatural fathers and mothers, a special ar- 
rangement has now to be put up to prevent this. Long 
planks, about eight inches wide are put up lengthwise 
around the edge of the pond, leaving perhaps one foot 
margin tetween them and the pond. Two successive 
planks ar not placed contiguous, but a space of three 
feet is left between every two and closed by a bamboo 
screen put up in the shape of the are of a circle, with its 
convexity toward the pond. -Thus the slope or bank 
where the eggs have been deposited is completely cut off 
from the pond itself. | 

In the center of every pocket-like arched space made 
by a bamboo screen an earthenware jer is placed with its 
top on the level of the ground, and some water is put in

Fish Needed in Turtle Ponds. 


A curious part of the ecological relations of a turtle 
pond is this: It would be supposed that putting other 
animals in the same pond with the snapping turtles 
would be detrimental to the welfare of the latter, but 
experience has proved just the contrary. It is now 
found best to put such fishes as carp and eels in the same 
ponds with the turtles. The reason is that these fishes 
stir up mud and keep the water of the pond always tur- 
bid, which is essential to the well-being of the turtles, as 
is proved when the messmates are taken out of the pond. 
Dirt and mud then settling down, and the water becom- 
ing clear and transparent, the turtles which are ex- 
tremely timid will not go about searching for food, and 
thus very undesirable results are brought about. 


The business of turtle raising has thrived well. More 
than twenty years ago the farm described was a small 
affair with only a few small ponds, and the eggs hatched 
out in one year were not, all told, more than 1000. Now 
the enterprise embraces three establishments, the origi- 
nal farm at Fukagawa, now enlarged to seven acres; the 
large farm at Maisaka, more than twenty-five acres, and 
the second farm at Fukagawa, about two acres in extent. 
These three establishments were expected to yield in 
1904 about 4100 egg deposits, which means 82,000 eggs, 
counting twenty eggs to a deposit, on an average. Prob- 
ably 70,000 young will be hatched from these, and deduct- 
ing 10 per cent. loss before the third year, there will be 
about 60,000 “suppon” ready for the market in three 
years. The turtles sold in Osaka, Tokio, Nagoya, and a 


few other towns weigh about 2000 kwan (16,500 pounds,) 


and are worth about $3.25 to $3.75 a kwan.

The sugar does not act directly on the 
teeth, but fermenting in the stomach, causes gases, 
which arise, eating away the enamel from the teeth. 
When cane sugar is used at all, in any shape, it should 
be taken in small quantity, at the close of a meal, never 
on an empty stomach, at which time it is almost as in- 


Whenever reference is made to the evils of sugar eat- 
ins the old chestnut about the West India darkies, with 
their good teeth, who work around the sugar mills, is 
brought up. Don't you see that sugar cane is a very dif- 
ferent thing from the concentrated extract? Barley and 
deer are also. different. The correspondent refers to 

_ grape sugar and fruit sugar. Fruit sugar is grape sugar. 

Glucose is artificially manufactured, by pouring sulphu- 
ric acid on corn. They say it is also sometimes made 
by pouring sulphuric acid on rage—not a very pleasant 
idea. Glucose is not wholesome, and will, if persisted in, 
give rise to gastric derangements. A large majority of 
the syrups on the market are made from this product. 
Milk sugar is a natural product, if properly manufac- 
- tured, and preferable to cane sugar. 

The following paragraph appeared recently in “Health 
Without Drugs,” a quarterly magazine, published in Lon- 
don by Miss Sophie Leppel, a teacher of diet whose 
ideas were recently criticised in this department: 


“I come now to the food that most people would con- 
sider one of the necessities of life. The first is manufac- 
tured sugar. This is an extractive. It is not a natural 
food. It is a stimulant, and mostly composed of water 
and carbon. It is very bad for the teeth, overheats the 
- gystem, inflames or reddens the skin, and it disagrees 

with most persons whose gastric activity is impaired. 
Persons with sound stomachs may, for a time, make free 
use of sugar and sugary food, but sooner or later, the 
time comes when irritation is manifested. It causes 


heartburn, flatulence, acidity, nausea, frequent loss of 


appetite, paves the way for many other complaints, and 
is the greatest enemy to those who suffer from rheuma- 
tism. All foods containing sugar, as cakes, pastry, jams, 
sweets, chocolate, syrup, and honey are equally bad. 
Dried, crystallized, sweet fruit, dates, figs, etc., are also 
enemies to health. Dr. Colin Campbell says that the 
fattening power of sugar is nil. The British Medical 
Journal states that sugar and treacle cannot be used with 
satisfactory results, even as cattle food. Madame Patti 
and all great singers have to sacrifice practically all 
sweetmeats to their voices. That eweetstuffs constitute 
a serious danger to the rising generation, is the matured 
opinion of Prof. Ogston. After many years of medical 
experience among children, he is persuaded, says the 
Confectioners’ Union, that there are many in whom 
sugar gluttony becomes so strong that their infatuation 
for it resembles the craving of a drunkard for hie dram. 
The professor will not be surprised if future experts of 
dietetics place the evils of sugar gluttony on a pedestal 
as conspicuous as the drink question, causing the deteri- 
- oration of individuals and races. This sugar gluttony or 
saccharomania, like all other abnormal cravings, is 
brought about by errors in diet.” 7

It appears to the writer that a simple law could be for- 
mulated that would deal justly with everyone, but at 
the same time would compel everyone who practiced 
medicine in any of its varied forms to be honest in his 
claims of theory and practice. The regulative enact- 
ment which the writer would suggest would be based on 
the assumption that all schools of practice (leaving out, 
perhaps, Christian Scientists, Spiritualistic healers, 
Dowieites and those healing exclusively by prayer) have 
much that is in common. They all believe that if we are 
to treat diseases of the human body a thorough knowl- 
edge of the structure and functions of the body is abso- 
lutely necessary. Upon this common ground then we 
can start the formulation of a law which will deal justly 
with all. Such a law would in the first place arrange 
for the appointment of a board of medical examiners who 
should at specified times examine all applicants for med- 
ical licenses in the following subjects: Biology, hygiene, 
anatomy, physiology, physiological chemistry, histology, 
pathology and diagnostics of disease. These subjects are 
necessary for the intelligent practice of any system of 
medicine. The board of examiners should not be com- 
posed of medical men, but of men who are engaged in 
biological study and investigation, and are familiar with 
the human body, but who are unhampered by obliga- 
tions to any particular sect or school of medicine, Such 
a board could easily be chosen from the professors and 
their associates in our universities. | 

“The secretary of the board should be free from influ- 
encing sympathies with any particular school of medi- 
cine. He should receive the names of applicants and 
number them, and from that time on until the final re-

-port was made to each applicant by the secretary those 


applying for licenses should be known by number only. 
The secretary should at all times preserve the utmost 
secrecy as to the identity of applicants. 

“In addition to the above general examination, the ap- 
plicant should be compelled to pass an examination in 
the therapeutic technique of the medical school in which 
he wishes to practice. This examination should be con- 
ducted in secrecy through the secretary by the represent- 
ative of that peculiar medical school. If an applicant 
wishes to practice surgery, allopathic medicine, homeo- 
pathic medicine, electric medicine, osteopathy, sugges- 
tive therapeutics, chiropractice, naturopathy, or any 
other system he should take the general examination and 
the therapeutic examination for that school, and if he 
wishes to practice in more than one school he should 
take the therapeutic examination in all schools in which 
he wishes to practice. 


“The claim has been made, and very justly, too, I be- 
lieve, that many of the members of the newer schools of 
practice—but this applies also to many members of the 
older schools—have insufficient education and training 
for their work. If this is true and the medical profes- 
sion and people of the State in general desire to see the 
standards of education in the medical ranks raised with- 
out doing an injustice to gny individual or sect some- 
plan resembling the one outlined above must be adopted.

One of the latest applicants 
for public favor is the Bonita spring water. The spring 
is located in East Hollywood. It is reported to contain 
gallon, including small 
amounts of silica, iron, alumina, calcium magnesium, 
chlorium, sulphur and phosphoric acid. Some people re- 
gard such mineral contents as an advantage, others as a 
drawback.

Fresh and Foul Air. 


HE following communication has been received from 

Dan Sheri of Highwood, N. J.: 

“In your issue of Sunday, the 4th inst., you state: 
One can sleep in a box containing 150 cubic feet of 
space and wake up bright and fresh, if there is no roof 
on it.” j ; 

“If you try the experiment once you will find in this 
case the proof of the pudding is not in the eating. Many 
persons have the impression that the foul poisonous 
air of a sleeping-room (or any other room) is to be 
found at the ceiling, but this is a great mistake; un- 
pleasant smells and bad odors tend toward the top 
of @ room, but the poisonous eir we exhale from our 
lungs contains a large amount of carbonic acid gas, one 
of the most poisonous of all gases, and is over 50 per 
cent, heavier than air, and according to the well-known 
laws of gravity, would find that part of the box near 
the floor, where the occupant would be breathing the 
same air over and over again, and after a few hours’ 
sleeping in such atmosphere would feel as though he 
had been drawn through a knothole and possibly won- 
der why it was so. If he was to kick a hole in the bot- 
tom of your 150-foot box so that the heavy noxious air 
could find some means of escape, he might then ‘wake 
up bright and fresh.’ It is upon this principle that the 
Chautauqua system of automatic ventilation is being 
introduced in this part of New Jersey, to take out foul 
air from separate rooms, that fresh air may be per- 


_ mitted to enter, without being so contaminated as to 


cause consumption in its first stages. A jug full of 
whisky cannot take in more, neither can pure air enter 
a room already full of foul, or partially fou) air.” 

The correspondent does not seem to understand the 


_ subject. The editor was commenting on a California 


State law, recently passed, which requires so many feet 
of cubic space to every inmate of a lodging-house. He 
said it mattered comparatively little about the cubic 
space, if all apertures in the room were closed. For in- 
stance, you would far better sleep in a closet with the 
windows open; than slecp in a room 50 feet square, with 
all doors and windows closed. If the correspondent 
sleeps in a box, in the open air, he will find he gets plenty 
of fresh air for comfort, especially in New. Jersey, in the 
winter time. Of course, if he sleeps in a close room, it 
does not matter whether it is in a box, or on e bed, or on 
a plano. 

The editor is well aware of the primary fact that pol- 
sonous air fails to the floor. So are most kindergarten 
students of hygiene. There is a cave in Southern Italy 
where if a man enters with a dog the animal will fall 
asphyxiated, while the man is not affected.

Moreover, it is an 
astounding fact that the foods usually forced into the 
unwilling stomachs of sick people are just those foods | 
that most readily breed bacteria—that are used by physi- | 
cians as culture mediums for bacteria; such, for instance, 
as milk and beef tea and gelatine, the beef tea being 
about equivalent in nourishing properties to urine.
